Newport News, Va., February 28.—A 
sailor on the battleship Maine is report- 
ed to have been killed tonight by a ma- 
rine guard. The dry dock has been 
flooded to prevent the men from escap- 
ing. Twenty-one men are said to have 
ceserteq from the vessel this week. 

it is reported that the wounded man 
died shortly afterwards. 

All information relative to the affair is 
refused. It is rumored that Captain 
Leutze is having difficulty in maintaiping 
discipline on the ship, but the officers 
on board have virtually isolated the ship. 
denying outsiders even access to the ship 
yard. - 

Twenty-three men have deserted 
Maine in the past week. Three of the 
runaways were recaptured by the local 
police today, This evening a police ser 
geant and one policeman returned the 
men to the ship. The sailors refused 
to go on board in custody and in a fight 
that followed both of the policemen were 
badiy beaten, All of the sailors bear 
Scars of the battle. 

While the fight was in progress sailors 
and marines showered old eggs and de- 
cayed potatoes over the side of the war- 
ship upon the police. 

The dry dock in which the battle ship 
has been cradied, the largest dry dock in 
Amcrica, was flooded tonight to prevent 
the escape of seamen from the. ship. 
While the war ship is afloat in the dry 
dock it will be impossible for any one on 
board to mike shore surreptitiously with- 
cut swimming about 50 feet.

New Provision if Revenue Law 
Very Important 


Mortgage Tax Clause Designed To 
Protect Home Money Lender. 
Who Has Been at Disad- 
vantage—Fee Charged 
on Recording. 


——— 


—_- 


Montgomery, Ala., February 28.—(Spe- 
clal.)—The general revenue bill now pend- 
ing before the Alabama legislature con- 
tains one provi§ion which is regarded as 
by far the most {mportant revenue in- 
novation proposed in Alabama since the 
enactment of the back tax law during 
the session of 1896-97. This is tax on all 
real estate mortgages as a class by them- 
selves. The proposed section of the bill 
levies, in the shap2 of a fee to be paid 
when the mortgage is recorded, a tax of 
1% cents on every’ real estate mortgage 
under. $100, and°15 eents for every addi- 
tional $100. This ig in Heu of the tax now 
levied on such mortgages under the name 
and guise of solvent eredits. Mortgages 
which have not paid the fee are made in- 
valid. 

Just how farreaching the innovation is 
may be seen ata glance when ‘it is stated 
that the present state tax on such solvent 
credits is 65 -cents on the $100, while the 


counties levy 50 cents more and the cities, 


levy their tax at whatever their rate may 
be. This tax was. first proposed in a bill 
prepared by the governor, auditor and 
attorney general, as directed by the new 
constitution, and presented to the legis- 
lature as soon as it assembled. Unfortu- 
nately it tncluded ordinary promissory 
motes, and immediately there was a 
great outery. The wavs and menas com- 
mittee dropped the scheme like hot pota- 
toes. Lut when the bill as reported by 
that committee made its appearance in 
the house, Mr. Maner, a member from 
Montgomery, presented the mortgage tax 
as an amendment and it was unanimous- 
ly adopted. The discussion was brief 
ani simpte. ‘The reasons for the change 
in the methed of reaching mortgages are 
as follows, as brought out by the advo- 
cates of the amendment: 

1. Under the present law, the home 
lender is taxed on his loan while the for- 
eign lender escapes altogether. The 
hcme lender is thus at a disadvantage 
in the sum of the state, county and muni- 
cipal taxes, which in the city of Mont- 
gomery, for example, amount to $2.37 on 
the $100. The foreign lender is thus en- 
abled to lend money: at 6 per cent and 
charge 2 per cent commission, and stiil 
ber under the home lender at 6 per cent. 
The result follows’ that very little home 
money is loaned ‘out on real estate, or 
if it is, the common practice is to lend it 
in the name of some friend or relative 
just across the border in some other 
state. : 

2. Under the present system tess than 
ten million of, solvent credits are, given 
in for taxés in the whole state, and near- 
ly all of that porftoroTr-ermineg fron 
real estate mortgages in the property of 
widows and orphans whose estates are 
in the courts and who can neither evade 
mor give in false returns. 

3. It thus keeps up the rate for money 
without enriching the treasury, and 
drives home money away from real es- 
tate loans.

cape. In answer to the objection urged 
by some that the borrower must pay it, 
the answer was partly made that the 
borrower now pays the state, county and 
municipal tax of more than 2 per cent, 
and this whether. he borrows from a 
non tax paying foreign lender or a tax 
dodging home lender or an honest heme 
lender, and whether it goes into the pub- 
lic treasuries or into some private pock- 
et. The ruling rate of money net here 
and at other places is 6 per cent. There 
is universal testimony that there is plen- 
ty of money sceking that net return. It 
is therefore believed that under 
scheme the borrower will have to 
only 1.5 per cent 
cent at present. For in the country 
where there are no municipal taxes, the 
city rate makes the rate. 

The detailed provisions of the particu- 
lar scheme in contemplation here and 
which will likely be adopted by the sen- 
ate without change as it came from the 
house, are given below in the section 
taken from the Dill. The probate judge 
is paid the commission, for collection, 
and to this the assessors and collectors 
object. The county is given one-third of 
receipts and the municipality is left 
without any revenue from this source. 
This last provision is regarded as being 
in the interest of equality, since the 
lender who lives in town is thus at no 
disadvantage as compared with the coun- 
try lender, and the result is expected to 
be a tendency toward the same rate for 
money all over the state. 

It is the consensus of opinion among 
the tax officers who have studied the 
matter that notwithstanding the lower 
tax and notwithstanding it is paid only 
once, though the mortgage may run for 
a long term of years, the receipts to both 
the state and county treasuries will be 
largely enhanced, and that it will prove 
the best revenue getter devised since the 
back tax commissioners were set to work. 
The provision is backed up by wealthy 
citizens generally who have money to 
lend, who do not desire to perjure them- 
selves, who are above dodging, and who 
are now handicapped by inability to 
compete with the foreign lender. The 
banks wuo take real estate securities 
ave made no objection, go far as known.

ATLANTAN SHOT 
BY STRAY BULLET 


Emest Jones Is Probably Fatally 
Wounded in Augusia 


Augusta Marksmen Were Firing at 
Target When Bullet Went Wide 
of Mark and Through Both } 
of Mr. Jones’ Lungs—Is 
Well Known "ere. 


Ernest A. Jones, a well-known young 
Atlantan, was seriously, if not fatally, 
shot in Augusta yesterday by one of a 
party of marksmen who were firing at a 
target and Who were unaware that Mr. 
jones was anywhere within the range 
of thelr weapons, 

Mr. Jones, who is connected with the 
Southern inspection Bureau of this city, 
was in Augusta investigating the War- 
wick mills property, which is now in 
litigation in the United States court, He 
was surveying a line on one side OF fhe 
mill property when the bullet, intended 
for the target, went wide of the mark 
and struck him in the left breast, pass- 
ing entirely through his body and pene- 
trating both lungs. He was discovered 
later and taken to the city hospital, 
whera last night he was reported as 
having recovered from the shuck, though 
his recovery was involved in great doubt 

Mr. Jones is a young man about twen- 
ty-five years of age, and has lived in 
Atlanta practically all his life. His pa- 
rents, both of whom are dead, moved 
here from Polk county when he was 
quite young.- He has a brother, Howard 
Jones, living in Atlanta, and among 
several cousins here are Charles and 
Edwin Kingsberry, Mr. Jones naving 
been in tne employ of the firm of Charles 
Kingsberry & Co. before going with the 
Southern Innspection Bureau. His rest- 
dence is given in the city directory as 29 
Kast Harris street. 

The following speclal dispatch from Au- 
gusta to The Constitution gives the de- 
tails of the shooting: 

Story of the Shooting. 

Augusta, Ga., February %°%.—(Special.)— 
Ernest Jones, a young man of Atlanta, 
who is here on a business trip, lies at the 
city hospital shot through both lungs 
by a rifle bullet, desperately wounded 
and with a very uncertain tenure of life. 

W. W. Wall, J. W. Thomason and R. 
lL. Tudor, three young men who were in- 
dulging in a target practice near the 
Warwick mill this afternoon, accidentally 
shot Mr. Jones, who was doing some sur- 
veying near by. ‘The young men had 
taken a rifle from the armory, being mem- 
bers of a local military company, and 
had gone to the place named to practice 
shooting at a mark. 

A bullet flew wild and hit Mr. Jones in 
the breast. The marksmen knew noth- 
ing of the accident and went on with 
their shooting while the stricken man 
helpless on the ground until discov- 
éred by some one connétted with the 
mill, who went over and told the men 
what had happened. Assistance was tele- 
phoned for and the wounded man was 
gotten to the hospital as soon as possi- 
ble. it was several miles away and Jones 
lost a great deal of blood. 

Dr. Thomas D. Coleman, who has been 
giving him every attention, says Jones is 
just beginning to come round, and ig 
rallying from the shock. The bullet en- 


| tered the left breast and passed through 


diagonally from left front to right back, 
perforating both lungs. He jis doing as 
well as could be expected under the cir- 
cumstances, but Is subject to all the un- 
certainties of a wound in the hings. 

Wall, Thomson and Tudor are now un- 
der arresi, awaiting an investigation of 
the shooting. 

Mr. Jones told Officer Stratford that 
while he thought the men might have been 
more careful in shooting a rifle, he knew 
the shooting was accidental and desired 
the men released. 

Mr. Jones is in Augusta as a representa- 
tive of the Southern Inspection Bureau, 
and was securing information concerning 
the Warwick mills, property now in the 
United States court. He was out of sight 
of the marksmen, surveying a line bound- 
ing the property on one side, and chanced 
to walk into the line of the target prac- 
tice. The mill is situated on the canal 2 
miles above the city.

Washington, February 2S.—(Special.)— 
The house this evening,after a very liveiy 
contest. in Which there was a narrow 
escape from personalities between Chair- 
man Mercer and Mr, Mann, of Chicago, 
passed the omnibus public buildings bill 
as it came from the committee on pupb- 
Me buildings and grounds. This bill dif- 
fers in some respects from the bill ag it 
passed the senate, but so far as Georgie 
is concerned, there is no difference in the 
Atlanta and Rome items. These two 
have been passed by the senate and the 
house. The senaté has passed an apprvu- 
priation for Macon which is not in the 
house bill, while the house has put in 
appropriations for Valdosta and Gaines- 
ville, which are not in the senate biii. 
The bill will now go to conference be- 
tween the two houses, 

The present outlook is that all of these 
Georgia items will be retained, the sen- 
ate conferees accepting the Valdosta and 
Gainesville items which are small and the 
house conferees accepting the Macon 
item. The bill is now certain to become 
a law. The row which developed during 
the consideration of the measure this af- 
ternoon grew out of discussion of an ap- 
propriation for the public building at 
Chicago. 

Democrats Fight Hard. i 

The democrats stuck to their filibus- 
tering programme in the house today and 
even under the operation of the special 
rules adopted yesterday by the majority 
progress with appropriation bills «nd con- 
ferenee reports was exceedingly slow ana 
laborious. The democrats forced a roll 
call on every proposition and compelled 
the reading in extenso of everything pre- 
sented. Every parliamentary expedient 
was seized to delay matters and at the 
end of a session over nine hours, the 
house, completely worn out, at 8:6 
o'clock tonight took a recess until noon 
tomorrow (Sunday).) There was no sign 
of the democrats abandoning their oppo- 
sition. The reading clerks tonight were 
exhausted by the day’s strain of trying 
to make themselves heard above the 
ceaseless din and confusion on the floor.

Mr. Berry then moved to displace the 
Aldrich bill with the anti-trust bill, but 
the motion was defeated. 

Mr. Bailey said he intended to vote for 
the bill. He explained that he was not 
only opposed to keeping the surplus in 
the banks, but against a system of taxa- 
tion that would make a surplus. As, 
however, he could not have his way 
about the accumulation, he was willing 
to untte with senators in taking the next 
best course. Which was to distribute the 
money already collected. He said the 
only argument against the bill is that the 
banks are the principal beneficiaries. No 
other necessary institution in the United 
States is, he said, so much abused as 
the banks. He had no objection to using 
them; they were needed, and he could 
see no reason why the United States 
should not use the banks for putting the 
surplus money out, when by doing so the 
people can get it when they need it. He 
said it was inconsistent for the demo- 
crats to demand an expansion of the cur- 
rency and at the same time vote to lock 
up the money we have, 

Blackburn Attacks Bill. 

Mr. Blackburn, of Kentucky, opposed the 
bill. He sald that under its provision the 
banker could take money from the treas- 
ury vaults by paying 11-2 per cent upon 
it, and then loan it out at a rate of in- 
terest “known only to the banks and the 
Lord.”” He was, he said; opposed to 
national banks upon principle, and he 
considered this bill as merely an enlarge- 
ment of the functions of the national 
bank. He admitted that there is a con- 
gestion of money in the treasury, but 
charged that this circumstance is due to 
the system of over-taxation, which he op- 
posed. The proper remedy is in reducing 
the taxation, but if necessary to reduce 
the surpluse this could be accomplished 
by the purchase of bonds as authorized 
by existing law. The true explanation of 
a failure to pursue this course is, he said, 
found in the fact that there is an element 
in the lnited States which does not want 
the national debt paid. To pay it would 
be to undermine the foundation of the 
national banks. He believed this to be 
the only government in the world that 
does not use its surplus money to the 
payment of its debts. 

Mr. Teller said that the revenues shoul? 
be reduced. 

Mr. Aldrich interrupted to say that 
in the last generation the United States 
had paid two billions in debts in ac- 
cordance with republican policies and in 
opposition to democratic policies, where- 
as, during that time the governments of 
icurope had increased their debts. 


Millions Taken from People. 

Replying, Mr. Blackburn said the pur- 
suit of republican policies had resulted 
in wringing from the people hundreds of 
millions of unnecessary revenues. ‘For 
reducing the debt vou are entitled to 
credit.” he said; }‘why don’t you go on 
with it?’ 

“We have been paying the debt right 
along,’ said Mr. Aldrich.

This action is a declination on the part 
of the Atlanta drummers to affiliate with 
the other Georgia posts in the coming 
State convention, and méans that they 
will take no part in the proceedings of 
that body. Considerable opposition to 
this course was manifested among mem- 
bers of the post, but those favoring a 
withdrawal from the sgstute convention 
were in the majority. 

This open dissension in the ranks of 
the Georgia drummers’ organization is a 
result of a strong feeling among the 
members of the Atlanta post that they 
have been discriminated against and im- 
posed upon by the other posts of the body. 
It was charged in the meeting last night 
that there is a prejudice against At- 
lanta and that other posts © combine 
againat the local post to outvote it in 
the state convention and to override its 
rights. One of the Atlanta drummers de- 
clared that the local post has gone to 
the limit and that it does not propose to 
be further imposed upon. 

It is charged by post B that agreements 
into at recent state conventions 
by which Atlanta was to be given cer- 
tain of the state officers and the State 
headquarters were openly violated. It is 
further charged that politics has _ per- 
meated the state organization and is re- 
sponsible for the whole of the friction. 


May Bring Investigation. 

Those favoring the election of dele- 
gates argued that Atlanta should not 
show the white feather, but should fight 
for her rights on the floor of the conven- 
tion and should endeayor to Duild up 
such an organization as to prevent being 
outvoted. It is believed by members of 
the post that the withdrawal from the 
state convention of post B, wHich is the 
largest post in the state, will precipitate 
an investigation on the part of the na- 
tional organization. 

The matter was brought up on the re- 
port of a committee, appointed in Janu- 
ary to nominate delegates to the com- 
ing convention, and which committee re- 
ported a recommendation that no dele- 
gates be @lected. After much discussien 
of the proposition pro and con, the rec- 
ommendation was withdrawn and a mo- 
tion was made by Marcellus M. Ander- 
son that delegates be elected. Edwin A, 
Hardin offered a substitute that dele- 
gates be not elected, and the substitute 
carried.

Flimsiest Possible Material Used 
by Conspirators 


Evidence Given by Witnesses in Car- 
ter Hearing Allege That No At- 
tempt Was Made To Do 
Good Work on Govern- 
ment Contracts. 


Savannah, Ga., 
Testimony in the Carter hearing before 
the special commissioner today was a 
revelation as to the methods that were 
employed by Greene and the Gaynors in 
carrying out the contracts they made 
with the government through Captain 
Carter, the engineering officer found guil- 


ty by the courtmartial of having conspited- 


with the contractors to defraud. 
A number of witnesses were examined, 
their evidence going to show that any 


ome thing would do in constructing the 


jetties for which the government paid 
handsomely and got so little in return. 
These witnesses were employed by Greene 
and the Gaynors in the work, and they 
said it was a joke among them at the 
time the operations were carried on. 

So flimsy was the material in work 
that should have been very solid, that 
one witness testified that his land had 
been cleared by the contractors so thor- 
oughly that not a bush or a twig was 
left, all having gone into the mattresses 
Or facines. A man who made the mat- 
tresses said that it had been his custom 
to come up from the bottom through their 
middle, there being nothing, practically, 
to block his way. This when, according 
to contract, they should have been im- 
penétrable. <All the work was inspected 
by one of the Gaynors and the witnesses 
said they had never seen him reject a 
plece. 

Those who made the facines on contract 
for the conspirators said that when the 
government contractor came around they 
stopped work, because ti couldn’t be done 
profitably as long as specifications were 
insisted on. Several of the inferior facine 
were found by an inspector. He pick- 
ed up One with a finger, though it was 16 
feet long, and should have been more 
than he could handl.e 

J. H. Bacon, Philip Hopper ,E. B. Par- 
ker, Frank Dubose and O. G. Darling 
were the witnesses examined.

F Colonel Peter W. Meldrim, the well- 
| known Savannah attorney, would write 

his recollections of forty years tf 
practice in the circuit courts of south 
Georgia, the result would be a4 literary 
work of humor and history as valuabie 
as it would be amusing. Colonel Mel- 
drim began his practice in the country 
counties of southeast Georgia 'way back 
in the days when railroads were so scarce 
as to create practically no competition 
with the horse and the Georgia mule. It 
was the day of the “circuit rider,” when 
the city lawyer who had a circuit prac- 
tice or was bent on acquiring it, thought 
nothing of a ride on horseback or by 
vehicle of fifty to one hundred miles 
through the country to appear before 
court or jury in behalf of his client. 
Colonel Meldrim joined the circuit riders 
almost contemporaneously with his en- 
try into the legal profession. In those 
days the county seat frequently consist- 
ed of lHttle more than a court house, & 
barroom and a few hitching posts; the 
lawless element, which often held full 
sway in these country counties, was re- 
pressed only by the appearance of the 
court and its officers, and many an in- 
cident of these court sessions in which 
men, some of them afterward prominent 
in Georgia history, took part, is fresh 
in the memory of those who witnessed 
it. 

Colonel Meldrim was in Atlanta 
week in attendance on the supreme court, 
and while chatting pleasantly with some 
friends.

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‘Locked in Slumber, Knapp Re-

Talking in His Sleep, He Expresses 
Regret That He Failed To Kill 
His First Wife—Doctors 
Say He Is Abnormally 
Degenerate. 


Hamilton, Ohio, February 28.—It is cur- 


‘rently reported about the jail today that 


Knapp is considering a confession that 
will cover other crimes. Meantime it has 
been decided that his first trial will be 
here for the murder of his third wife, 
Hannah Goddard, unless the trial judge 
holds that a corpus delicti has not been 
established by the confession of Knapp 
and other evidence. Prosecutor Gard and 
other attorneys hold that it Is not abso- 
lutely necessary to find the body of Mrs. 
Hannah Goddard Knapp in order to try 
the prisoner here, but they are today 
keeping up all efforts to find the body.

There is a sentiment of regret when he 
tells of the fact that when he went to 
kill his first wife and failed to find her. 
He seems sorry in spite of the fact that 
he is within the shadow of the electric 
As to the fourth one he is not 
eertain but that he might have killed 
her. He was not tired of her at the time 
he was arrested. He had not intended to 
kill his last wife, but he would not say 
that he might not have killed her. 

He is a pronounced talker in his sleep, 
but his words are not plain. He mum- 
bles things all the time, and the opinion 
is that he- is going over and over the 
scenes Of his awful crime. 

In order to give him mental rest no one 
will be permitted to see him for several 
days. 

Knapp Terrorized Children. 

Indianapolis, February 28.—It was re- 
ported today that Alfred Knapp, who at 
Hamilton confessed to the murder of five 
shipped the body of his last 
murdered wife from Hamilton to In- 
dianapolis for Wurial. This report is be- 
ing investigated here. Knapp now says 
his name Alfred, not Albert. 

A Brazil dispatch says Knapp has a 
child in the Home of the Feeble-minded 
at Fort Wayne. Additional facts con- 
cerning Knapp’s life here show that in 
West Indianapolis he was known as the 
“Rag man.’ His record is bad.

The landlord of the building in Indiana 
avenue, this city, where Knapp lived 
with his fourth wife, who was Anna 
Gamble, today served notice on the wo- 
man to quit the building. She has ex- 
pressed a desire to go to Hamilton and 
visit Knapp.

Di, Caldwell Attempted To Kil 
Himself at Chicago, 


Arrested for Disorderl; Conduct, 
When Released He Threw Him- 
self in Front ofa Train. 
“Minister’s Daughter Al- 

leges Persecution.

Chicago, Ills., February 28.—(Special.)— 
Looking back on a tarnished ministry 
and seeing only disgrace in the future, the 
Rev. J. M. Caldwell, D.D., former presid- 
ing elder in the Methodist Episcopal 
church, attempted to end his life by 
throwing himself in front of a train early 
today. 

Arrested last night in the Title and 
Trust building and taken to a police sta- 
tion cell on qa charge of disorderly con- 
duct, Dr. Caldwell lay in Wesley ho§&pital 
with a badly cut head and possible inter- 
nal injuries today. In another ward 
Stephen M. Merrill, resident bishop of the 
Methodist church and a man who more 
than once has been confronted with Dr. 
Caldwell’s acts while presiding elder, is 
recovering from an attack of pneumonia. 

Dr. Caldwell, who is now pastor of 
the Union Avenue Methodist chure 
walked out on the railroad tracks of the 
Grand Trunk railroad, at the Sixty-sixth 
street crossing and was struck by a swift- 
moving northbound train and hurled 
from the tracks. When picked up he was 
unconscious, and remained so until late 
today, when his wife visited him, but re- 
ceived indefinite answers to her question 
of whether he attempted suicide. 

Some hours before he sustained his in- 
juries Dr. Caldwell was released from 2 
cell at the Harrison street police station, 
where his name appears upon the books 
as William Stephens. His daughter, 
hearing of his arrest, visited the police 
Station and an affecting scene took place 
in the cell. The aged clergyman, with 
bowed head, wept and wrung his hands, 
as he begged for the possession of a re- 
volver to end his life. He owas finally in- 
duced to leave the station and accompan- 
ied his daughter to their home. 

“It is a villainous plea against papa,’ 
Said Dr. Caldwell’s younger daughter 
this morning. ‘‘We do not know who is 
at the bottom of it, nor why-he should 
be persecuted in “this awful way. We 
are sure, however, that it is the work of 
some unknown enemies.”’

Accidents last night and this morning 
directly attributable to the elements have 
resulted in the death of nine people and 
injury to twenty-nine. Three deaths, to- 
gether with a long list of injured, were 
brought about by an accident on the 
Southern railway early this morning, as 
a train bound east from Chattanooga, ran 
into a washout near Lenoir City, Tenn. 


Several Drowned Near Hickman. 

Six people were drowned while trying to 
cross the Ohio river near Hickman, Ky., 
the swift current carrying their boat into 
some driftwood, and five people were hurt 
by a cyclone which passed over Hick- 
ory Level, Ky., this morning. 

The damage to railroad property is large 
and the inconvenience to the public con- 
siderable. 

Cloudbursts are reported in Kentucky 
and Tennessee and it is feared there has 
been some loss of life in the affected sec- 
tions. 

In Middlesboro, Ky., every house in the 
lower section of the place was flooded 
and every merchant suffered damage to 
stock. The valley of Yellow creek was 
flooded for several hours from mountain 
to mountain. 

Near Anderson, Tenn., a cloudburst car- 
ried aiway a quarter of a mile of track 
on the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis railroad. 

High water carried away three bridges 
and a trestle on the Tennessee Central, 
near Crab Orchard, Tenn., and damaged 
other bridges. 

A steamer was blown against the South- 
ern railway draw bridge over the Bigbee 
river in Alabama, sending a part of the 
structure to the bottom. 

Landslides ocurred in two tunnels on the 
Cincinnati Southern railway, near Harri- 
man, Tenn. All streams are bank full, 
the Alabama river rising 19 feet at Mill- 
stead, near Montgomery, during the 
night. Flood warnings were sent out by 
the Montgomery weather bureau. 

The Mississippi has passed the danger 
line at several places, but the levees are 
holding. The Ohio is rising. 

Hickman, Ky., February 28.—A party 
of three women and four men left the 
residence of Mrs. Cooper last night to 
cross the Mississippi river for home.

BLIND AND NEEDY VET 
TURNED DOWN IN BOSTON 


By Russell Hathaway, Jr. 


Boston, February %%7.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Blind and needy Thomas 
‘'ucker, for over 30 years an attache at 
the state house, is bowed down with gsor- 
row because an ungrateful legislature re- 
fuses to provide for him in his old age. 
For more than twenty-five years Captain 
Tucker (he won his commission in the 
civil war) has been the doorkeeper of the 
house of representatives, and no officer 
on duty at the state house has been 
more efficient. Always courteous and ac- 
commodating, he made friends with the 
members of the house and all who have 
ever been in the legislature have cause 
to remember Tucker for some small act 
of consideration. 

Now that he is too old for service, a 
introduced providing for the 


The bill came up for passage on Wednes- 
day and was defeated by a vote of 82 
to 79. It is now believed that a piece of 
corridor gossip was responsible for the 
defeat of the bill by the narrow margin 
of three votes.

| broken to the old man that he would not 


be granted any pension he felt the mat- 
ter keenly. He is’ almost totally blind 
and what money he had managed to 
save he had spent in a vain endeavor to 
restore his sight. Of course, there will 
be no chance of. any relief measure go- 
ing through this session, but next year 
the members may vote a substantial an- 
nuity. If the annuity is not voted next 
vear there may be some surprising reve- 
lations as to the secret workings of some 
unknown enemies of the old man. 


The directors of the Harvard Coopera- 
tive Society are wondering what has be- 
come of $2,233 worth of stock in the va- 
rious départments, which stands to the 
credit of th> society on the books, but 
which was not accounted for at the last 
stock-taking. 

The Cooperative Society is’ one of the 
old time institutions of Harvard. Its 
stockholders are the students and mem- 
bers of the faculty. Its object is to pro- 
vide the best of materials in the shape 
of books, instruments, clothing and al- 
most everything which can come under 
the head of general merchandise, 

The discrepancy appears in the state- 
ment of the condition of the society on 
the first of January, made up from a 
complete examination of the books and 
stock in preparation for incorporation. 
The shortage in the men’s furnishing de- 
partment is $541; book department, $476; 
stationery, $21; furniture, $381; branch 
store at the medical school, $812. 
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Through some miraculous interposition 
of divine providence, the massive north 
union station is still intact. On Wednes- 


day on a street adjoining the station a 
sleigh laden with over 2,000 pounds of 
dynamite was struck by an electric car 
and ‘“‘there was nothin’ doin’.””

At the hour of the collision 
the station and the streets adjacent were 
thronged with people. Close by is one 
of the stations of the Elevated Rallroad 
Company. This station was crowded with 
people at the time, and if an explosion 
had occurred the probable loss of life 
would have been beyond computation. 


Within a block of the spot where the 
ear struck the pung is the subway, and 
if the explosive had been discharged it 
is certain that the walls of the tunnel 
would have caved in, burying alive hun- 
dreds of travelers therein. The driver 
and owner of the pung were arraigned 
in cout on Tursday morning and the 
case continued to a future date. The city 
attorney is determined to secure @ COn- 
viction and it is probable that the ex- 
treme penalty for the offense will be im- 
posed, 


On Wednesday morning Patrick Mee- 
han, a day laborer in the street depart- 
ment, left home to earn his diurnal dol- 
lar. When he returned home in the 
evening he found a letter from a Dublin 
attorney informing him that he was the 
possessor of an estate in Ireland and cash 
wealth of $15,000. It seems that a rich 
relative had died and bequeathed his 
property to the man with the pick. Mee- 
han will immediately return to the Emer- 
ald Isle. He has been in this country 
forty years, and the most money he ever 
received for his services at any time 
was $1.20 a day. 

W. L. Sears, one of the republican lead- 
ers in the seventh ward, looked into the 
barre] of a loaded revolver on Tuesday 
night, but he did not flinch. Instead he 
urged the man at the other end of the 
Weapon not to take the law into his 
own hands. Then the man caught Sears’ 
point of view and walked calmly away. 

Sears is in control of the seventh ward 
republicans, but he has the Murphs-Gill- 
Brown combination against him, and Mur- 
phy is a democrat and a fighter. Tues- 
day evening, Sears says, he was on his 
way to dinner when Murphy overtook 
him. Murphy wanted to know why Sears 
had sent out a letter uncomplimentary 
to him, Sears said he could not remem- 
ber the letter, and together they went to 
Murphy's place of business. 

There, Sears says, Murphy produced a 
letter that was issued during the last 
campaign. Then Murphy “cussed” and 
produced a revolver. Sears has retained 
counsel, but refuses to say whether or 
not he will take action egainst Mur- 
phy.

Interest in Foreign Field In- 
creasing--Truly Discusses 
Education and Crime. 


Jackson, Miss., February 28.—(Special.) 
Dr. L. A. Moffat, agent of the Presbyte- 
rian foreign missions, who delivered a 
lecture at the First Presbyterian church 
last night, stated that nine months ago 
only thirty churches of that denomina- 
tion in the south were supporting mis- 
sionaries in the foreign fleld. Since that 
date the number has been increased to 
37, and he expects it to be placed to 170 
before the close of the year. 


Education Restrains Crime. 

The charge of Judge Jeff Truly to the 
Pike county grand jury, in which he 
made some strong deliverances on the 
race problem, is attracting widespread 
attention throughout the state. An im- 
portant point brought out by Judge Truly 
in denouncing whitecapism.and agitation 
of the negro question was that the edu- 
cation of the negro lessens crime among 
members of the race, and the decrease 
of crime lessens court costs. He made 
a strong appeal for a continuance of 
friendly relations between the races.

COOL WEATHER 
AFTER HUMIDITY 


Temperature May Go Below 
40 by This Morning--Feb- 
ruary Rainfall Excessive 


The intense humidity prevalent in At- 
lanta Friday and Friday night was suc- 
ceeded yesterday by somewhat cooler 
weather, which is expected to be more 
pronounced today. 

The local weather bureau predicts that 
the temperature will fall to at least 40 
degrees and probably lower by this morn- 
ing, the change to be accompanied by fair 
weather. The highest temperature yester- 
day was 59 degrees, recorded between 11 
and 12 o'clock. During the afternoon the 
weather was perceptibly cooler. 

Cold weather prevailed over the north- 
west yesterday, the lowest temperature 
being zero at Bismarck. Freezing tem- 
perature extended as far east as Mis- 
souri and as far south as central Texas. 
Along the Atlantic coast warm weather 
was experienced, the temperature ranging 
between 60 and 75 degrees. Between the 
Allegheny rangt and the Mississippi river 


the temperature ranged between 40 and 50 


degrees. 

During the fierce thunder storm which 
visited Atlanta yesterday morning about 
1:30 o'clock, the wind attained a velocity 
of 48 miles an hour, blowing a regular 
gale. A heavy rain that washed the streets 
of the city clean fell during the storm, 
which continued for about half an hour. 

Excess:in Rainfall. 

A heavy rainfall has been recorded in 
Atlanta during the month just past, the 
total precipitation being about 5 inches 
above normal. The rainfall for the month 
was 9.66 inches, 

The figure has been exceeded during 
the month of February in Atlanta only 
on two previous occasions. In 1881 the to- 
tal precipitation was 10.41 inches, and 
in 1882 the record was 10.29 inches, 
ruary of 1900 showed a total rainfall of 
9.58 inches, which record closely ap- 
proaches the record of the February just 
closed. 

The average mean temperature for the 
month is about 1 1-2 degrees below nor- 
mal, 48 degrees. There have been sey- 
eral periods of very high temperature 
during the month, but the recent cold 
wave holds the average down. The high- 
est temperature of the month was record- 
ed Friday, when the mercury went up to 
69 degrees. The lowest was 12 degrees, 
registered on the 17th, Several days during 
the month recorded a temperature above 
6) degrees.

Baxter & Co.s Grain Letter. 

Chicago, February 28.—The feature in 
grain this morning was an advance in 
May corn to 47 5-sc. With unsettled, 
rainy weather in tne west, and small re- 
ceipts buyers had little opposition from 
the shorts, and considerable assistance 
in many important instances have taken 
hold of May corn on an absence of con- 
tract grade stuff and light receipts gen- 
erally. The fact of a slow cash demand 
and declining rather than advancing 
prices for actual corn, buyers of con- 
tracts see little chance of shorts getting 
the corn to deliver on contract. July 
corn advanced to 45 1-4ce, though the sell- 
ing in that option was greater than in 
May. More corn will be received before 
July, and this rendered buying in May 
more attractive. 

Wheat advanced on rather unfavorable 
weather in the west and fears of a cold 
wave over Sunday. According to 
Bradstreet’s, wheat shipments this week 
amounted to 2,656,000 bushels. against 3,-

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FFERSON M. LEVY TALKS 


| OF FINANCIAL SITUATION 


Hon. Jefferson M. the widely 
known lawyer, capitalists and statesman, 
long been recognized as one of the

leading authorities upon all financial sub- 
jects in this country. In facet, his finan- 
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cial forecasts have in the past been 680 
remarkably verified that whenever he now 
Speaks upon our monetary outlook his 
views so arrest the attention of all in- 
vestors and speculators that they may, 
Without any exaggeration whatever, be 
said to invariably affect the market. Of 
course, Mr. Levy is an extremely busy 
man, yet, busy as he is, on Friday last 
he kindly consented to give to a represen- 
tative of The Financial Age the following 
expression of his views upon the finan- 
cial and political situations, a compli- 
ment to this paper which its readers will 
doubtless appreciate and enjoy. 

In speaking of our present financial] sit- 
uation, Mr. Levy said that he would again 
reiterate what he has heretofore repeat- 
edly predicted, viz: That not only will 
the present prosperity in the United States 
continue, but that there will be a great in- 
crease in the value of all classes of gse- 
curities. 
conservative foreigners is conclusively 
proven, said Mr. Levy, by referring to 
England, whose investors for two years 
past have been selling our securities and 
predicting financial disaster to us, but 
who have lately changed their tune and 
are once more, conservative though they 
be, largely reinvesting in all classes of 
Our securities. From this and other 
causes Mr. Levy is confident that the com- 
ing year in this country will be one of 
great and constantly increasing prosper- 
ity and that the value of all classes of 
investments will advance to figures far 
beyond any that have hitherto been 
reached. To some this will doubtless seem 
an over-sanguine prediction, but when it 
is recalled that in October and November 
last, when every one else on the street 
was predicting heavy gold exports, Mr. 
Levy alone among the well known mon- 
eyed men said that not only would we 
have no exportation, but on the con- 
trary large importations of gold and that 
since that time over $3,000,000 in gold have 
been brought to this country, some idea 
will be had of the high value which must 
be accorded to all Mr. Levy's opiinons. 
And here another instance may be cited 
of Mr. Levy’s remarkable financial fore- 
Sight. Early last fall he urged the secre- 
tary of the treasury to continue the re- 
funding of United States bonds under the 
refunding law. If the secretary had fol- 
lowed this suggestion of Mr. Levy’s, the 
government would not have been com- 
pelled to make such extraordinary efforts 
to relieve the monetary situation last fall, 
and there would not have been such a 
tight market. Recently, however, the sec- 
retary of the treasury has decided that, 
as far as is now possible, he will adopt 
Mr. Levy’s advice and the government 
will resume the refunding of bonds in July 
and thus there will be great relief to any 
monetary stringency that might otherwise 
result from the moving of the summer 
and fall crops. 

Still another reason why Mr. Levy pre- 
dicts great prosperity for this country 
is the large indebtedness of Europe to 
America. There is generally, said Mr. 
Levy, a false impression among our peo- 
ple that the United States is greatly in 
debt to England, while the truth really 
is that in the balance of trade Europe its 
indebted to this country to the extent of 
over $500,)00,000. This great sum com, 
ing over to us is bound to be an immense 
factor in ovr continued prosperity. 

As New York is the moneyed center of 
the whole continent, what favorably at- 
fects the metropolis of course tends to 
increase the prosperity of the rest of the 
country, and as real estate—the basis of 
ail true prosperity—is increasing in New 
Yori by leaps and bounds that far ex- 
ceeds said Mr. Levy, the expectations of 
its most sanguine owners, he predicts 
that the coming year will be a wonderful 
cne for the chief city of the country, and 
consequently for the country itself. In

As the Hon. Jefferson M. Levy is not 
only one cf New York’s most successfui 
financiers and eminet lawyers, but a} 
Statesman of national reputation, it was 
or course impossible to close this imter- 
view without asking him for some ex- 
pression of opinion on the political situ- 
ation of the day. While in congress Mr. 
Levy was the leader of the gold demo- 
crats and his influence there in framing 
wise financial legislation cannot be over- 
estimated.

Comment on Bank Statement. 

New York, February 23.—The New York 
Financier says: 

‘The associated banks of New York 
city begin the month of March with a 
surplus reserve of less than $6,100,000, A 
year ago the excess cash reached above 
legal requirements was approximate- 
j $19, 000,000, and two years ago 
$15,000, 000. This will give an idea 
of the present situation. The 
Statement for the current week is favor- 
able in one particular, namely, that while 
the loss in actual eash was $4,843,000, re-

tion of $7)0ie;s00 Mm depgsits. 
of fact, however, the traceable move- 
ments of moncy indicated a ioss of be- 
tween eight and nine millions cash by the 
banks, So that the statement shows more 
favorably than circumstances seem [to 
warrant. There is an almost unaccount- 
able discrepancy between the _ loan 
Shrinkage of only $52,400, and the heavy 
deposit loss, explainable partly on the 
assumption that the bank averages pub- 
lished are misleading. ‘Taking the state- 
ment as a whole, it indicates that a halt 
has been called on the wild loan expan- 
ion of last month, for the reason, on one 
and, that requirements have been sat- 
fied. and on the other that the banks 
continue to further expand their 
commiiments.

repressiun of activity. The 
almost total lack of response in the stock 
market to the disclosure of the far-reach- 
ing Rock Island-St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco project is a striking illustration of 
this indifference in strong contrast to the 
electrifying effect upon the market of 
former great railroad companies.

ROTATION IS NECESSARY. 


By F. J Merriam. 


Editor Southern Ruralist. 

Quite recently I received from the ag- 
ricultural department at Washington a 
blank report to fill out relating to the ro- 
tation of crops practiced by the farmers 
in my Yocality:: In making’ out’ this re- 
port the faet was very forcibly brought 
home to me that only a small per cent 
of our southern farmers practice what 
might be considered any rotation at all. 
It has been “‘grow cotton to pay debts” 
with a great majority. Cotton, because it 
will sell for cash and is what the mer- 
chants and landlord want. And yet, as 
we look around we find that it is not the 
all-cotton farmers who are, ag a rule, the 
most prosperous. If a farmer is to im- 
prove his finanacial condition he must 
improve his land first, and he cannot do 
it ‘by growing cotton after cotton, year 
after year. Even if fertilizers 
plied to the cotton, the land will steadily 
grow poorer and the plant food it con- 
tains become less soluble. This is be- 
cause the humus, or vegetable matter in 
the soil, becomes exhausted. Hummus 
makes the soil porous, admits air and 
holds moisture. The decomposition of all 
organic matter helps to break down other 


materials in the soil and make available {| 
Where veg- 


the plant food it contains. 
etable matter is lacking the soil runs to- 
gether and becomes hard; its physical 
condition is poor, and we find it less and 
less capabe, as time goes on, of produc- 
ing anything at all. 

This condition begins to make itself ap- 
parent very quickly where the principal 
crop grown is cotton and there is no ro- 
tation with other crops, for cotton is kept 
clean the greater part of the growing 
season, and there ifs little opportunity for 
grass and weeds to spring up after it is 
laid by to in a measure supply vegetable 
matter. The cotton leaves, which might 
help some, are largely blown away, and 
the stalks are burned in the spring when 
preparing for the next crop. 

It would seem that any. intelligent 
farmer could see that something 
wrong when hé observes his cotton stalks 
becoming smaller each year as the sea- 
sons go by. He finds that he must apply 
twice as much fertilizer now as he did a 
few years ago to make the same yleld 
and he is very @pt to lay the blame for 
this falling off Sn the fertilizer, instead 
of where it belongs—on his own method 
of farming. 


Was 


A great many farmers have ceased to 
regard their land as capable of making 
a crop unaided. It is the guano which 
makes the crop, in their eyes, not the 
land, Now, friends, this is not only false 
reasoning, but poor farming. It is very 
possible that your land has reached that 
point where it will not make a paying 
crop without the use of increasing quan- 
tities of commercial fertilizers. If this 
is the case, however, it is all the more 
necessary that you abandon your present 
methods and adopt others which promise 
better results. I am not as radical as 
some agricultural writers, and, there, 
fore, shall not advise you to do away 
with commercial fertilizers altogether 
and depend solely upon tillage to make 
a living. You have got.to live while you 
are tilling and improving your land, and 
when. you get it improved, if your expe- 


rience is similar to mine, it will pay you 


better than to use these chemical fertli- 
lizers than it did before. 

In order to bring about this enviable 
state of affairs where our crops will grow 
larger year by year, Instead of smaller, 
we must go to work on common-sense 
principles. We must improve our land by 
adopting a systematic rotation, and we 
must learn to apply fertilizers to some 
other besides a money crop. That is, 
we must fertilize our renovating crops, 
Such as cow-peas and clover, so that 
these crops may be able to gather more 
nitrogen from the air for the benefit of 
other crops which are to follow. In 
every case which has come under my 
notice, where cow pea crops have been 
well fertilized the succeeding crop—be it 
wheat or cotton—has made a larger yield 
than where the same amount of fertilizer 
was applied directly to the money crop. 
This, if nothing else, shows how neces- 
sary it is to grow these renovating crops, 


Now a2 rotation of crops is the most 
economical way to improve land while 
you make a living upon it at the same 
time. The rest and change from one crop 
to another will enable the soil to gather 


the needed vegetable matter and grad- 


ually recuperate. The work should be 
done systematically. Where cotton is 
fhe principal money crop, a three-year 
rotation will doubtless be the ‘best, as 


follows: First year, cotton; second year 
corn, with peas sown at the last plow- 
ing, the corn to be followed by winter 
wheat or ats; the third year, after the 
wheat is off, cow peas should be sown 
broadcast and fertilized with about 400 
pounds per acre of a fertilizer analyzing 
10 per cent phosphoric acid and 10 per 
cent potash. These peas may be,cut for 
hay, but should be’fed out on the farm 
and the manure returned to the land. 
The next year cotton can again be plant- 
ed, and so on. All stable manure should 
be put on the corn crop, as it will pay 
best on this or some vegetable crop. 
Where the wheat crop is an Object, & 
fMur-year rotation would be more suita- 
ble, as it furnishes a better seed bed for 
the wheat. For this rotation we would 
suggest the first year, cotton; second 
year, corn, with peas sown between; 
third year, oats, followed by cow peas 
well fertilized; fourth year, wheat, fol- 
lowed by peas fertilized as before, then 
cetton again. This rotation not only 
makes an excellent prepd#ration for both 
cotton and wheat, but also for melons, 


potatoes or vegetables instead of the cot 


ton, 

It is advisable, wherever practical, to 
divide the farm into three or four equal 
parts, according to the rotation intended 
to be practiced. bor then an equal 
amount of land Will be devoted to each 
crop in a year, and the work will be car- 
ried on with more system, 

With a systematic rotation, thorough 
tillage and a proper fertilization, there is 
no reason why any farm should not grow 
more fertile with every succeeding year 
and the crops larger and moré profitable.

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How Race Politics Narrows the Hor- 
izon. 

World's Work: Of course the blacks 
who can read and have paid their taxes 
are not formally disfranchised; and there 
is no reason ‘to. fear that they ever will 
be. As matters. now. stand, then, the 
doors of- politiead privilege are open to 
them. But we are not at the beginning 
of a new experiment in race politics, for 
the hope is thgt.the white vote in the 
south may be divided between two par- 
ties, and the negro vote also will cease 
to solid. 

This is the result to be hoped for; for 
it is this solid negro vote and the conse- 
quent solid white vote that have shut 
the south out from the broad currents 
of national life. .A man in a northern or 
& western state may hold an opiniou 
about the negro in politics, but he does 
not concern himself greatly about it. 
There are other Subjects that he cares 
more about. This is remote from him. 
Not so in the south. A man who lives 
in South Carolina or Mississippi, what- 
ever his opinions are, finds himself less 
a part of the great country and of the 
stimulating time in which he lives thar 
a corresponding man in Ohio or New 
York or Michigan. He dwells in a 
shadow, apart, somewhat detached, do 
what he may. The negro problem over- 
whelms him. Go wherever you will In 
the south and most of the talk that 
you will hear will be about it.” Patriotic 
youth (and southern youth abound in 
patriotism) hear it almost to the exclu- 
sion of other public subjects, . They read 
about it in their newspapers. They grow 
up under its shadow, and they fail to 
get the wider vision that makes Amerl- 
ean life today more stimulating than life 
in any other country has hitherto been, 
This is the pity of it. 

Now there are as thoughtful and as 
earnest men in the south As any other 
part of the union; and the whole coun- 
try has as great need of their contribu- 
tion to its character and thought as it 
has of the contribution of similar men 
in other states. But the whole country 
now loses it, just as these more or less 
isolated men lose the stimulus of a 
strong national feeling,-. 

These paragraphs do not rise to the 
dignity of suggesting remedies. They 
merely chronicle conditions. But the 
remedy for the conflict of opinion, for 
the solidity of race-parties, for the lack 
of a wide enough national spirit, is the 
training of all the children to useful 
work and to clear thinking. the opening 
of the door of equal opportunity to every 
one. The next generation will then be 
wiser than we ave, and they may find 
that many problems that disturb us have 
solved themselves.

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NONUNION MEN 
TO BRING STRIKE 


20 Union Printers To Walk If 
Non-union Men Are Hired, 


Employing Printers Are Silent on the 
Course They Will Pursue, Pre- 
ferring To Wait for Devel- 
opments After Declaring 
the Shops Open. 


“TI¢ the fifteen job printing firms in 
Atlanta which constitute the Employing 
Printers’ Club go to the length of install- 
ing non-union labor in their shops, the 
biggest labor fight ever known in this 
city will be precipitated. 

“The mere fact that they have posted 
notices declaring their shops ‘open’ ts of 
no moment; the trouble will come when 
the first non-union man is employed. 
Then a strike will be ordered and the 
one hundred and twenty men now em- 
ployed in these establishments will go 
out. 

“The differences existing between the 
employing printers and the union are of 
so complicated and delicate a nature that 
no man can now foretell what the end 
will be, although I hope for an amicable 
settlement.” 

In an interview with a representative of 
The Constitution last night, an officer of 
the local fypographica] union spoke as 
quoted above. 

Employers Are Silent. 

The employing printers refused to say 
anything in regard to their action, and, 
as one of them expressed it, are standing 
“pat,” having thrown the gauntlet to the 
union. The local typographical union will 
hold its regular monthly meeting at Fed- 
eration hall today, when the situation will 
be discussed. 

The trouble between the employing prin- 
ters and the union, it is said, resulted 
from the withdrawal of the Dr. Blosser 
company from the Employing Printers’ 
Club. The union had a five-year agree- 
ment with «the employing printers, which 
yet has three years te run, to the effect 
that no union men should work in any 
shop the _ proprietors of which were 
not parties to the contract. When the 
Blosser company withdrew, President 
Ross, of the local union, ordered out the 
union men in the Blosser establishmenf 
and reported his action to President 
Lynch, of the International union, who 
promptly sent the men back to work, 

President Ross. said yesterday that the 
union had not broken its agreement.with 
the employing printers, as would be 
shown at the roper (ime. 


“We have written to the employing 


printers, offering to leave the settlement 
of our differences to an arbitrating board, 
but so far have received’ no reply.”

OMETHING after the manner of

his plow to take up matters of 
state. A. J. Cassas@ was found on the 
golf course when he was asked ® become 
president of the Pennsylvania railroad 
and one of the greatest railroad powers 
in America. 

A week or so after the death in 1899. of 
Frank Thomson, who had succeeded 
George B. Roberts, when that gentleman 
had died about a year previously, the 
directors of the railroad held a meeting 
in Philadelphia for the purpose of seleet- 
ing a new president. Heretofore’ they 
had found the task comparatively easy, 
for one of the vice presidents had always 
stood out prominently through his work 
as the proper man to name. But this 
time it was different—neither Vice F¥resi- 
jJent John H. Green nor any of his col- 
leagues felt themselves sufficiently equip- 
ped to fill such a responsible position, 
and they did not hesitate to so inform 
the board of directors. 

At that these gentlemen were aghast. 

“What shall we do?’’ they asked one 
another helplessly. “Such a thing has 
never happened before in the history of 
the road. The emergency has always 
called forth the man, but now—” 

Two hours later when the meeting ad- 
journed those who had participated in it 
looked the  stuperfaction they felt at 
not being able to discover among their 
number or the road’s employees the 
right man for Mr. Thomson’s successor, 


Cassatt the Man.

Mrs. Cassatt Wins a Victory.

This was duly 
done, and with scarcely any effect, until 
Mrs. Cassatt was enlisted on the side of 
the directors. She went to her husband 
and asked him to take the position. 

“And give up my horses and my pleas- 
ures?’” he asked. ‘‘No; it isn’t worth the 
sacrifice.”’

tral, the Lake Shore, and other trunk 
lines, was the property, virtually, of one 
family. 

To this statement Mr. Cassatt could do 
no other thing than assent, and Mfs. 
Cassatt, quickly realizing her strategic 
advantage, unflaggingly pressed the argu- 
ment day after day, Mr. Cassatt hoiding 
out, even though he perceived the truth 
of all his wife said. But one day he 
surrendered—and now Mrs. Cassatt’s 
prophecy is coming to pass. 


When Cassatt Was Road Supervisor. 

In sharp contrast to Mr. Cassatt’s ex- 
treme unwillingness to assume the duties 
of president of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road was his alacrity, year after yeaf, 
to accept the nomination and office of 
road supervisor of Lower Merion town- 
ship, in which his country residence is 
situated, from the hands of the republi- 
can party.

Started southward another portion are 
exercised over securing homes to our 
own “Georgia crackers.” 

Thousands of southern born men and 
women are homeless today, just as there 
will always be thousands homeless in 
the sense of owning the land and the 
house they live in. We have always 
claimed that there was too much anxiety 
over improving the condition of the negro 
to the neglect of the whites. We now 
Claim that all our best effort should be 
turned to having our own southern white 
folks secure homes for themselves before 
there is any tearing of our lining to have 
a flow of emigration started this way. 

Of course, it is not much to our credit, 
or so it would seem to those who oniy 
View the sacrifice, that southern born 
white folks should be landless and home- 
less, or that they should be at all in 
jeopardy because of foreign emigration. 
It is one of the things to be regretted, 
but it is not strange that so many south- 
ern people are today landless. The very 
“southern pride’ of which we like so 
much to boast is responsible, perhaps, 
more than any other one thing for such 
conditions. It is but simple justice to 
meet out considerable charity to thou- 
sands who are now landless in the south. 
The spirit was born in them and culti- 
vated extravagantly that to be southern 
was to be proud—chivalrous, if you 
please. 

What we imagine as “southern chiv- 
alry’’ has come to be a joke with all the 
outside world, and it is getting to be a 
ridiculous proposition with thoughtful 
and sensible southerners themselves. The 
fact has dawned that ‘money makes the 
mare go,”’ that wealth is respectability, 
and that those who live beyond their 
means in catering to the old southern 
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| instincts can never, as a rule, acquire 
| wealth, and so are lowered in the scale 

of respectability as that term is rated to- 
| day. . 


There used to be a verse that was high- 


applied against those who drank that I 
Anyhow, I re- 
member a line: “‘Go feel what I have felt 
Now, any 
man as old as I have seen most astonish- 
ing changes in the prestige of families 
and the social standing of the same. I 
met an old negro in Atlanta the other 
day whom I had known in the years 
long agone, and naturally we talked over 
the changes. I learned that his children,

) Were men and women of prestige in the 
city, while his young masters and miss- 
eses were the poverty-stricken of Geor- 
gia. It was not for me to solve just why 
this was so, but the old negro could ex-

It was all a question of humility on 
one hand and living beyond their means 
or up to the spirit of the old southern 
ideas on the other. The old man re- 
ferred to ‘“‘Mose’’—I knew Mese. It 
seems that one of the young masters 
moved to the city first and Mose and 
his. wife quickly followed. Mose went 
to work at whatever he could find to do, 
while his wife hirded to the young master 
as cook and ‘house servant. In this 
position the wife received her meals from 
the table of the young master and al- 
ways carried home enough “scraps” to 
feed Mose and the children. It soon re- 
solved itself that the young master was 
on a stratn to keep up appearances, while 
Mose and his children were living as 
easy as you please and ‘putting away 
the dimes, the auarters and the dollars. 
Mose, nor Mose’s family, did not stop 
at living from the ‘‘scraps’’ of the young 
master’s table, but they were diligent in 
securing the old clothes thrown away by 
the master’s family, and thus they were 
clothed and fed without a cent of cost 
in actual money—it was all a question of 
humility. 

The sequel to the above is that today 
Mose is a considerable tax payer in At- 
lanta, his children have been educated 
at the best colored schools of tbe city, 
while the young master is about as poor 
as people ever get, and the whole world.. 
and especially his own family, look upon 
him with contempt for being the failure 
that he is. This young master is more 
to be pitied than blarged for these con- 
ditions. Big notions were born in his 
bones, the southern idea was his by in- 
heritance: and by precept and example. 
He could no more tone himself or his 
family to the spirit of humility, economy 
and sacrifice that was necessary to suc- 
cess than he could fly. I will grant that 
they were fools, but there are thou- 
foois today in the 
south, and there is powerful little ef- 
fort to get them cured of their foolish- 


- ness. 


A. great meeting was held last week 
in Atlanta to encourage immigration. 
I have no objection to this. I think it 
most worthy, but is it not a sad thing to 
think that thousands of Georgians are 
homeless and landless, and I doubt if 
there was a single thougtrt to encourage 
these and stimulate them to securing 
homes for themselves before it is ever- 
lastingly too late. I admire the spirit 
that prompted such a meeting as the 
one last week, and I would throw up my 
hat to the coming of Boers, of the op- 


pressed Jews, of the Irish and all peoples 
of white skin, but let the hues of copper 


and ebony remain where they are, while 
we all strive to have every southern 
man secure for himself a home and 
mourn because they have it not. 
Happily, there are opportunities for all 
men without a home to secure one. It 
would be too much in the nature of an 
advertisement for me to name these op- 
portunities, but they are here and you 
can find them if you will try, and you are 
foolish if you fail so to do. This great 
southern country is going to be developed 
as it never was before in the near future. 
The west outstripped us in development, 
and we all know that it was great rail- 
road combinations which accomplished 
this in a great measure. These railroads 
have turned southward and development 
wil] follow. A few more years and the 
poor Georgian without a home will find 
it hard to secure one. The prospeects !s 
that land will go.up by leaps and bounds 
till out of reach of poor men. We have 
all spent entirely too much anxiety over 
the ‘“‘poor nigger.’’ Let us waste a little 
of our sympathy over poor white folks. 
If you really desire to stand by your own 
race give the white mechanic work in 
preference to any ebony-hued or copper- 
colored gentleman. These stand by eaca 
other to a remarkable degree; they are 
more to be admired than Blamed for this, 
and the white race should profit by their 
example. They trade among themselves, 
they secure each other work, they keep 
every dollar they get in their own circle, 


and if the truth was known they consider 


us fools for not doing likewise. It strikes 


me as very poor policy, if not hypocriti- | 


cal, to be forever howling about the in- 
feriority of the negro and proceed to give 
them work in preference to whites. Of all

Of the making of sizes in paper and en- 
velopes there is literally no end, 
sees a square sheet, 6 inches or more, 
which folds into an oblong envelope.

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Us More and Better 
Reformatories 


N the page opposite this one in the 
current issue of The Sunny South 1s 
printed a very interesting account of 
the Tennessee Industrial school, found- 
ed by Colonel E. W. Cole, of Nashville, 
in 1886. What the school has accom- 
plished under adverse conditions and 
what it has done to lift the standard 
of morality and industry for the young 
stray-aways of that state, is a signifi- 
cant story. Mr: Parham tells of the 
humble beginning of the school, with 
but half a dozen boys as inmates 1n 
1887. Since that time the institution 
has grown in size and numbers, until 
today it occupies several buildings of its own, is 
largely self-sustaining, and has a roster of eight 
hundred and fifty male and female inmates. The 
illustrations accompanying the article speak graphi- 
cally of the beneficent mission upon which the 
school has entered. It is here that boys and girls, 
of more or less wayward inclinations, are taught 
the cardinal principles of purity, energy, self-help 
and religion, and given a fresh start along the road 
of life in such a manner as to supply them with con- 
fidence in themselves, and a firm bulwark with 
which to meet the discouragements and temptations 
of existence on the big, open battle ground of the 
world. 

The editor might have hunted long and far before 
finding such an effective argument for similar inst1- 
tutions in other southern states. Of their urgent 
need there is no doubt. Here in Georgia, and par- 
_ticularly in Atlanta, the demand for a reformatory 

has been prolonged and insistent, and after many 


heroic efforts on the part of phianthropic men and} 


women of the state, partial suecess has been met. 
The inadequate reformatory on the outskirts of the 
city has already accomplished enough to prove the 
infinite wisdom of its founding, and the benefits it 
has conferred are sufficiently apparent to point out 
the necessities for enlarging and extending its field 
of usefulness. In surrounding.states like move- 
ments have been inaugurated on larger and smaller 
scales, although it must be admitted the south has 
never fully recognized the grave need for the pres- 
ence of such institutions, and for liberal appropria- 
«tions tor their successful maintenance. 

Conditions of today have altered radically from 
those of fifty years ago. In every state of the south 
have sprung up, not small towns, but cities, thriving, 
growing, cultivating all the virtues and, unfor- 
tunately, inculcating many of the evils which seem 
inevitable with the formation of large communities. 
Foremost and most perplexing among these latter 
problems is that of the child criminal. Let us ieave 
it to the sociologist and the student of psychology 
to decide whether young law-breakers are such 
through heredity or environment. The fact stands 
out in startling, pitiful prominence that there is a 
large class of embryonic criminals, degenerates if 
you will, continually haled to the police court for 
petty offenses. The members of this class are not 
restricted to any race, sex or age. 

Once convicted and given sentence on the public 
works, they have been pushed far forward on the 
toboggan slide of degeneracy and crime. ‘They are 
thrown into company with dissolute, hardened law- 
breakers; men and women, whites and negroes of 
set, vicious habits, profane, immoral, almost unani- 
mously irretrievable in their tendency to outlawry 
and ultimate ruin. Recollect that the child enters 
such surroundings with a mind but half formed; 
keen, powerful to receive impressions, incapable oi 
distinguishing between those delicate shades of 
right and wrong, which ofttimes puzzle even an edu- 
cated adult. Place this child, already predisposed 
to evil, in association with those whose only themes 
are robbery, intemperance, lust, dishonesty. If he 
receives any sympathy or tenderness, it is because 
one ot such small vears should have been unsuccess- 
ful in criminal projects. His. precociousness in 
crime is applauded as something enterprising and 
cunning—and there is no kindly, intelligent person 
to show him where he has been wrong and to point 
out the other sinister side of the career of the pariah. 
If a child thus situated does not, on the expiration of 
his term, enter upon new and mere devilish and 
subtle schemes of unlawful nature, it is because of 
the interposition of Providence. 

Nor is this condition confined to the towns and 
cities. It exists in every county in every state of 
the south, and it is a constant and increasing menace 
to the generations which have to learn the duties 
and priveleges of citizenship, and to the host of 


children born of parents too poor or illiterate or 


careless to give them the ineffable blessings of moral 
and mental training. 

Let us understand thoroushly that it is but an in- 
significant act which frequently starts the child on 
his career; it may be that the son of the most re- 
spectable citizen equally with the son of the village 
drunkard will be guilty of some piece of boyish folly 
which will act as the agent to introduce him to an 
experience which may influence the remainder of his 
_, €ntire life for unbounded evil. Let us also realize 
that the minds of the majority of children are as 
pliant as the vines which we twine on strings any 


give the child’s conscience the right twist, as it is 
the wrong. Looked at in this light, reformatory in- 
stitutions are more than a mere need; they are a 
duty which we owe the helpless fledglings of the 
race. The experiment at Nashville proves that they 
are practical and sublimely beneficent. It is for 
other southern states to earnestly read and ‘follow 
the lesson shown.

cooled off. Her mother “Stop reading and eat your 
dinner.’ She took no notice her mother’s command, but 
Kept on. 

‘Fathers and mothers think the world of their children 
and ruin them with kindness. A few good lessons and a good, 
sound whipping now and then, showing you are master of the 
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situation, would help them immensely in after years when. 


you are not there to care for them.” 

We believe that the majority of our readers will 
cay “amen’ to nearly all of Miss Vining’s declara- 
tions. Gance back over your own experiences, care- 
fully and conscientiously, and see 1f you are not 
compelled to admit that you have observed many 
of the same faults in homes which you have per- 
sonally visited. Have not your visits to the houses 
of many acquaintances been spoiled and degenerated 
into a series of embarrassing situations and a con- 
stant uneasiness because of the boisterous, aggres- 
sive behaviour of ungoverned children? And are 
you willing to deny that friends may not have made, 
justly, the same remarks, anent your own domestic 
arrangements? Is it not true that the primeval 
training which is called table manners is often de- 
plorably neglected in the case of young children, and 
can you not remember incidents of a disgusting and 
annoying nature, Originating from youngsters who 
have not been taught that a certain self-restraint and 
fine courtesy is absolutey necessary to elevate our 
eating of meals above the practices of four-footed 
animals? 

And who has not encountered the intolerable nuis- 
ance of the begging, insistent child, who climbs on 
your knee as soon as you enter the house, and 
clamorously demands a coin, either because he is a 
“good boy” or because he wants a “kite, marbles, 
tops,’ or a dozen other toys with which parents are 
supposed to provide their own children in modera- 
tion? And you've seen the mother and father look 
cn in’smiling compliance, too, admiring the young 
scapegrace’s adroitness and persistence, and secretly 
offended if you do not comply with his impor- 
tunities. 

As to the “thrashings” which Miss Vining refers 
to. that is a matter for each parent to settle indi- 
viduallv. It is commonly considered to be a mat- 
ter of grave principle, and while many people con- 
tend that a sound flogging has a salutary effect on 
vicious or incorrigible youths, some others believe 
that moral suasion is just as effective and _ less 
barbarous. 

The most significant phase of this pampering affair 
is that it is a serious injustice to the child. He is 
brought up with the notion that everybody and 
cverything else in the world Was constructed for the 
sole purpose of ministering to his pleasure and con- 
venience, and before this fallacious doctrine is 
knocked out of him, as it is bound to be, he suffers 
humiliation and physical inconvenience much keener 
than the sting of the lash or the pang of a childish 
disappointment. It is much easier to teach a child 
what he should do than a man what he should, and 
SHALL not.do. And the parent is a much more 
humane and considerate instructor than an irate 
stranger or disgruntled friend.

Hippocrates was ctude in ‘his methods, 
and it if not likely that his researches 
were ever of ‘much value. He learned 
anatomy, for instanee, by dissecting an- 
imals, the Greeks being opposed to the 
cutting of human bodies. He had; how- 
ever, an exalted and humane ideal of his 
profession, and his oath, called the Hip- 
pocratic oath, wag until recent years 
taken by all graduates of medical 
schools. It has always been an unwrit- 
ten law of the profession, and its less 
than three hundred words present the 
substance of modern medical ethics: 

“IT swear by Apollo the physician, by 
Aeseul, by Hygieia, Panacea and all the 
gods and goddesses that, according to my 
ability and judgment, I will keep this 
oath and stipulatfon: To reckon him who 
teaches me this art equally dear to me 
with my parents; to share my substance 
with him, and relieve his necessities if 
required; to look upon his offspring upon 
the same footing as my own brothers, 
and to teach them ‘this art if they shall 
wish to learn it, without fee or stipula- 
tion; and that by. precept, lecture and 
every other mode of instruction [ will 
impart a Knowledge of this art to my 
own sons, to those of teachers, and 
to disciples bound by a stipulation. and 
oath according: to the-law of medicine, 
but to no others. I will follow that sys- 
tem of regimen which, according to my 
own judgment, I consider best for my 
patients; and abstain from whatever is 
injurious. T will give no deadly medicine 
to any one if asked, nor suggest any such 
counsel. With purity and holiness will 
I pass my life-and practice my art. What-

éver. in connection with my professional 
practice, or not in connection with it, I 
may see or hear, I will not divulge, hold- 
ing that all such things be kept sécret. 
While I continue to keep this oath invio- 
late, may it’bé granted me to enjoy life 
and the practice of my art, respected 
always by all men; but should I break 
through and violate this. oath, may the 
reverse be my lot.’’ | 

If medicine was taken with great se- 
riousness by Hippocrates in 500 B..C., its 
progress was viewed humorously so early 
(to us) as the sixteenth century, A. D., 
t by one Cordus, who might be called the 
progenitor of the medical jokes Cordus 
wrote: 


“Three faces the Phisition hath; 
First as an angel he, 
When he is sought; next when he helpes 
A god he seems to be; 
And bce#t of all, when he had made 
The sicke, diseased well 
And asks.his guerdon, then he seems 
An Oughly Fiend of Hell.” 


After the time of Hippocrates there is 
no record of any physicrah of great note 
until the thirteenth century, when Galen, 
the father of modern medicine, wrote his 
book on therapeutics. At the same time 
Mondino, an Italian, dissected the bodies 
of two women,, and his treatise on anat- 
omy was a standard for the following 
three hundred years. 

From then on dadtscoverers in the field 
fof medicine sprang up rapidly, and in 
the seventeenth century.’ Malpichi, an- 
other Italian, began to use the micro- 
ecope. Great strides were now being 
made in the study of anatomy, and Ga- 
len’s treatise was considered obsolete. 

By way of encouragement, it may be 
said that some of the gteatest medical 
discoverers are modern men. It was only 
in the last. century that Laennec invented 
the stethogcope and Koch discovered anti- 
toxin. McDowell, the great surgeon, was 
born in 1880, and Virechow, the patholo- 
gist, and Pasteur, and Harvey, the blood 
specialist, and Loomis have not long been 
dead. Moreover, two men of this class 
were southerners, Simms, of Alabama, 
and Crawford, of Georgia, one a great 
gynecologist, the other the first to use 
anesthetics. 

The list is by no means complete, and 
Dr. Lorenz, the discoverer of bloodless 


surgery, is still another addition, and he

illustrates the fact that research is not 
yét @nded. In humanity, and entire ab- 
sence of commercialism, he stands for 
the ideal of Hippocrates. 

Indeed, the profession of medicine Is 
preeminent in its humanity. It offers to 
its followers not only the reward of 
money, but, better yet, the satisfaction 
of having done something great and good. 
Hippocrates spoke of it as an art; and it 
requires a certain skill, a deftness of 
touch, an instinct as well as a law for 
the right method, which lifts it above the 
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specified requirements of the cut and |

HE Lenten season is again 
with us, coming in the ear- 
ly springtime, as it has 
come year by year for 
centuries past, yet few 
among us can trace the 
history of the widespread 
custom ef periodical. fast- 
ing, of which this is the 
greatest, the most revered, 
The Word ‘fast’ comes 
from the ‘Teutonic ~ root, 
signifying to hold or keep, 
or to restrain one’s self, 

and was especialy aplied to fasting and 
abstaining from certain articles of food 
at certain times, 

The custom’ of fasting séems to have 
been coeval With man’s earliest experi- 
ence of the salutary effect of abstinence 
on the health, and with his instinctive 
consciousness ef the necessity of keep- 
the body in due subjection to the 
soul. Moses recognized this necessity 
when he fasted on the mountain, and 
EFiijah when he fasted tn the wilderness 
By degrees the fast begun for bodily 
healih was elevated to a sacrifice tu 
the Deity, and became a religious ob- 
servance with the solemn _ rites = and 
ceremonies of a divine law. Climate, the 
customs and creeds of the various peo- 
pies gave it different characteristics, but 
in some form fasting was a recognized 
institution in all the more civilized na- 
tions throughout historic times, and by 
Some rations even the animals were 
made to conform te the fast like human 
beings. 

The Mosaic law set apart ouly one fast 
day in the entire year, but as time passed 
on the Jews added five days of compul- 
sory fasting to the first to commemorate 
certain national misfortunes. - Fasting 
with the Jews, then as now, lasted from 
the break of day until the appearance

of the first three stars. 
and ashes distinctive of the penitent of 
olden times, are no longer in evidence. 
In the time of Christ fasting was held 
in high veneration. The Saduceces alone 
refused to conform to this custom, and 
were therefore condemned and looked 
down upon tha Jews. Our Lori 
Himself expressed neither approval nor 
disapproval of the custom, but allowe1 
his disciples, both Jews and Gentiles, to 
act according to their usual habits. 
His own abstinence from food for forty 
days was, like the similar fast of Moses 
and Elijah, an individual and voluntary 
act, and not enjoined upon others. 
During the early centuries of Christen- 
dom these voluntary fasts were frequent 


by 


own will. One fixed time, however, was 
observed annually in all Christian coun- 
tries. This was the forty hours from Fri- 
day afternoon to Sunday morning, dur- 
ing which the Savior lay in the tomb. 
But it was not until thé second century 
that an official order was issued with re- 
gard to settled periods of fasting among 
Christfans. Then Wednesdays and Fri- 
days, the first as the day when Christ 
was taken to prison, the second as that 
of His crucifixion, were set apart as days 
of the strictest abstinence from food. 

During the first six centuries the dates 
for fasts varied tn different communities. 
but gradually the several bishops and 
councils ordained fixed dates and seasons 
for the whole of Christendom. The forty 
nours became forty days, and the council 
of Orleans, in 541, made it binding on 
every Christian not to eat meat on any 
of these forty days except on Sundays. 

HOW LENT ORIGINATED. 

As many of the Hebrew customs were 
continued by the Christian ehurch, it was 
only natural that when a special season 
of self-denial and religious observances 
was to be set apart as a fitting prepara- 
tion’ for the glorious Easter festival and 
rejoicings, that the forty. days should 
have been selected. It was indeed most 
right and reasonable that the Christian 


church should thus follow the example 
its great founder had get. Looking back

The Lenten fast was 
first ordered to begin on what is now tle 
first Sunday in Lent, that is, forty days 
before Easter. But Sunday has never 
been a fast, but always a feast day in 
the Christian church, and so it was soon 
noted that when the six Sundays were 
deducted it really left only thirty-six fast 
days, and not the forty as intended by 
the fathers of the church. It Was a 
strange oversight, was it not?

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# Southern Poets and Authors 


Richard MalcoIm Johnson

UITE frequently the mind 
possessing a rugged ten- 
dency can be so polished 
by technical training as to 
eventually produce work of 
a most finished character. 
As has aptly been said: 
by a noted man of our 
country: 

‘It is often the case that 
ruggedness of disposition 
and mental] ability proveg 
to be the backbone and 
strength of the productions 

of those who have passed through the 
training schoo] and taken on polish.” 
The early work of Richard Maijdcolm 
Johnston was extiemely crude; though 
hack of the rough and rugged expres- 
sion was the mark Of a coming genius. 
He was born in Hancock county, Geor- 
gia, March 8, 1822 and during his life 
in the state held the places of journal- 
ist, judge and college professor. In 1861 
he established at Rockly, Ga., a select 
school, and in 1867 moved this school to, 
a point near the city of Baltimore, Md. 
He died in Baltimore September 23, 1898. 
His best literary productions were ir 
the nature of unique character studies; 
mostly illustrative of Georgia life. In 
the work “Mr. Absalom Billings and 
Other Georgia Folk’, he has accurately 
portrayed tyrical Georgia eharacters in 
a vivid and entertaining way. 1n the 
creation of imaginativé characters John- 
ston has shown himself a master in the 
art of creating strong, stalwart person- 
ages, who hold your highest esteem and 
engender in the heart an eagerness to 
emulate their strong points and nobl<- 
deeds. | 
He has not picturéd the higher phasés 
of life, but rather has devoted most of 
his time to the work of pointing “ to 
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the world the diamonds in the rough, 
who daily move and have their being, in 
wnat is commonly known as “the lower 
walks of life.” After reading some of 
his work you have a greater respect for 
the humble peasant than ever before. 


HUMOR ABOUNDS. 

Of course his work is flecked with 
humor; the depiction of such characters 
would be far from true were not the pic- 
ture filled with amusing incidents. For 
after all humor originates in the lower 
walks of life; and it is into this flela 
that the humorist digs to find his tréas- 
ure, Jt eannot be said that Johnston’‘s 
work taken as a whole is superior to 
Other work of southerners of a similar 
nature; but certainly his work ranks 
with the best in point of literary ex- 
cellence and popular favor. 

“ We may say that in the point of gen- 
uine humor be is not excelled by any 
one; and in the production of charactera 
of remarkable sturdiness he js hardly 
equaled by any of our southern writers 
lest it be Longstreet. 

His writings are full of a touching 
pathos of which the following is a fair 
example. In opening his picture of the 
life ana character of the organ grinder, 
he says: : 

“Many pence have I given 
grinders in my time, and | expect to 
give more ag long as I live. They are so 
poor and so taciturn and seem so harm- 
less. Since I have read in the book and 
found to be true what my poor friend 
used to tell me about the great old bari, 
and after them the minstrels: my mind be- 
came fond of connecting these poor wan- 
dering musicians with those famous 
characters of bygone ages, and thus | 
learned to pity and to respect them as 
the Jast representatives of a class, soma 
Of which were illustrious and all of 
whom were beloved. 

“There seems to me an ever unchahe- 
ing sadness, not only in their appearance 
and deportment, but in all their music, 
The plaintive airs they bring from their 
homes across the sea are not less sad 
than those, whether they be meant to be

lively or plaintive, which they find among 


us. Indeed, the very saddest of al! iv 
my ears @re those which try to be gay. 
Upon their poor instruments and with 
their poor renderings, not only do the 
latter lose their native gayety, but the 
effort to preserve it imparts a sadness 
which is sometimes piteous. When a man 
has to make merry in order to get bread 
to eat, and when the bread comes slowly 
and in insufficient quantities, even after 
the merry-making, the latter must lose 
most of its power to.make us laugh. So 
I seldom can pass one of these persons 
without dropping inte his till the mite 
which I cannot easily keep when I con- 
sider how much more the gain wil] be to 
him than the loss will be to me. Then 
I have found that such trifling losses in 
due time bring me gains in many Ways.”’ 

Of his typical character studies and 
dry humor this passage is representa- 
tive: 

“Once upon a time in this glorious 
country a respectable but unéducated wo- 
man, who had taken to her home an or- 
phan child of poor parents, had brougnt 
her up with great care and tenderness, 
and, though reluctantly, allowed her to 
receive at the hands of some other benev- 
Olent persong a year’s schooling, had the 
misfortune to lose her protege. The girl, 
who was very pretty, being offered a 
home in a family where she thought she 
could have better society and more en- 
joyment than were to be had in the house 
or her first benefactress, accepted this 
Offer and refused to return. The good 
lady in her distress, searching eagerly 
how she might avoid putting too great 
blame upon the beloved child of her adg):

F the many institutions of 
which Nashville ahd Ten- 
messee are justly proud 
there is none that can be 
mentioned with better re- 
port than that of the Ten- 
nessee Industrial school, 
It is the proud boast of 
the state that this insti- 
tution has accomplished 
a wonderful work. There 
is a subtle influence per- 
vading the atmosphere 
that surrounds it that Is 
oplifting and elevating. Great are the 
posibilities that this institution com- 
mands, splendid are the results. 

It reads, does the record of the Ten- 
messee Industrial school, like a fairy tale, 
and yet facts are incontestible. That it 
has developed, shaped and finished hun- 
dreds of boys and girls and fitted them 


for the battle of life is the story which 
one may learn by a little investigation. 

In 1886 Colonel E. W. Cole founded the 
Tennessee Industrial school, and a year 
later presented it to the state; but the 
state looked askance on the donation. It 
was not a popular sentiment—the people 
were not ready for it; still the doubtful 
experiment must be met. Everything was 
to be done and no one to doit. However, 
the trustees put forth the effort. To 
secure a competent superintendent was 
the first task. They looked abroad and 
found Professor W. C. Kilvington. He 
came and he Is here yet; he found nothing 
save a two-story building, a mule and 
barren fields. 

With perseverance and an indomitable 
will, almost single-handed and alone, he 
began the work of organization. Amid 
the discouragements that would have 
made one with less stout heart quail he 
labored, at first with his own hands to 
beautify the grounds and prepare the 
fields and teach the few inmates Ycor 
by year, adding little here and there, the 
institution grew; the state added a lit-

tle more to the appropriation; the-flelds 
began to give forth a richer yield; the 
hills were leveled and ruts filled up; or- 
chards planted, grasses sown, (flowers 
grown and the grounds beautified until 
today there is no more valuable prop- 
erty of a hundred acres in all the coun- 
FACTS AND FIGURES. 

The Industrial school began with half 
a dozen bovs under Mr. Kilvington in 
1887; today it has a total of 850, males and 
of which about 800 are white 
and about 50 colored—the latter being in 
houses removed from the vicinity of the 
whites. The percentage of those who fell 
back into their old ways is about 1 per 
cent—a marvellous record, when it Is re- 
membered that there are no bars, no re- 
straints upon the boys and girls—only 
the one Impelling thing impressed upon 
them, namely: That love rules! and 
while there ts aAlscipline in its strictest 
sense, the manhood and womanhood in 
each one is appealed to in that wonderful 
way that Mr. Kilvington 
tants have that brings out all the hither-

to dwarfed and stunted soul and makes 
it restrain and pacify and uplift; and so 
it comes about that many of those who 
have left the institution are bright jewels 
in the institution's crown of glory. Many 
are filling places of trust and honor 
wherever they have gone, while here in 
Nashville many are justifying the fond- 
est hopes of their instructors, 

While the mind must be trained to 
think, the productive power of the nation 
can be enhanced only to thegextent that 
the motor activities give ngible ex- 
pression to thought; and so it is that 
along with the mental is given the man- 
ual exercises. This finds full: expression 
in the wood working department, the 
machine shop, at the forge and on the 
farm. It embraces the arts and crafts, 
including drawing, painting, construction 
work in wood, iron and various other 
materials; also the art of cooking, sew- 
ing, tailoring, etc. Shorthand and type- 
writing are also taught. 

On the moral side is included regular 
Sabbath exercises in a handsome chapel, 
neatly finished as to exterior and inte- 


rior—the gift, by the way, of Mrs. E. W. 
Cole. Here the students gather every 
Sabbath where they are taught the pre- 
cepts of the Bible, singing appropriate 
hymns in their worship of God. 

In the day schools they are taught by 
competent instructors; and leave the in- 
stitution at least with a good, practical 
education, ready to enter a higher school, 
if they choose to. 


THE YIELD OF THE FARM. 


In concluding this article, it would be

Many of those Cubans who, two months 
ago were most tn favor of the reciprocity 
treaty are now diffident, not to say 
indifferent: and several] leading newspa- 
pers of the capital are opposing any 
further action in the matter; while a 
protectionist spirit is growing stronger 
day by day throughout the island, and, 
with increasing foreign investments mon- 
ey is becoming less scarce in the interior 
districts and a boom is clearly evident 
the length and breadth of the island. 


——— 


The military and political treaty, in 
Minister Squiers’ hands for negotiation 
with the Palma administration and Cuban 
fenate committee on foreign relations, is 
having better luck than the Bliss trade 
convention. Indeed, the minister has suc- 
ceeded in securing the aceptance by this 
Sovernmemt of every demand of the 
Washington authorities as to coaling sta- 
tions, naval depots and military estab- 
lishments upon the island, for the mutual 
security and defense of the two high 
contracting parties; and he has the pledge 
of the leadeigs in congress here that rati- 
fication of the “alliance” will in nowise 
be obstructed, elthér by the conservative 
Tepublicans or radical nationalists. - 

This treaty will be signed upon the 
part of the United States by President 
Roosevelt in person; the 
State and Cuban Minister Quesada serv- 
ing as witnesses; and here, by President 
Palma, in the presence of the secretary 
of state and Minister Squiers. And it is 
the purpose of Cuban statesmen to in- 
corporate it into their national constitu- 
tion in lieu of the existing “Platt appen- 
dix.”’ 

The arrangement will give the United 
States the harbors of Bahia Honda and 
Guantanamo only, but assures the Amer- 
ican government the option of provisional

bought them off by gifts of money or 
pancakes. This rude sport was called 
“Lent crocking,” because pieces of broken 
erockery was often thrown instead of 
stones. 

Cock - fighting was quite as favorite a 
sport as stick throwing, and like the 
latter, was not conducted in a corner or 
hidden under a bushel, but conducted in 
the open, with hundreds of applauding 
and only an occasional hu- 
mane objection. 

Rut with’ the first stroke of the mid- 
night clock, all the merry clamor and 
turmoil of Shrove Tuesday or Festin’s 
eve. ceased as if by magic. Games re- 
mained unfinished. cock fights were call- 
ed off, the boisterous laugh died suddenly. 
It was a startiing transformation that be- 
fell all English .speaking races at that 
deep stroke of midnight. 

Ash Wednesday, the solemn day of 
Lent, had dawned and emblemns of grief 
and humility took the. place of careless 
laughter and idle sport. The earlier 
Christians spent the day ~Sterally in 
sackcloth and ashes. The Roman Catho- 
lic ceremony of strewing:ashes on the 
head as a sign of penitence and humility 
was introduced, in all probability, by Pope 
Gregory the great, between the years 590 
and 64: In the year 1191 Pope Celestin 
Ill gave the custom his official sanction, 
and consequentiy it afterward became 
universal in Christain countries wherever 
the Roman church prevailed.

In- 
stead of sending an article back and 
forth for a year or two, from one mag- 
azine to another, the writer sends it to 
the commission man, whose opinion is in- 
tended t® be for the whole list of maga- 
zines. Thus there is quick action. The 
fee for reading a short story or sketch, 
with opinion and advice and a list of 
magazines to which it is best suited, Is $2. 
For reading, correcting, revising and 
properly preparing a manuscript for pub- 
lication, with opinion and advice and a 
list of magazines, $2 for each 1,000 words 
or fraction thereof is charged.

The con- 
servative party has been in power for a 
leng time, and it holds to the belief that 
the church and the state are one. Dur- 
ing services the government troops are 
lined up on efther side of the church 
with the evident intention of conveving 
the idea that one deperds om the other. 
The liberal party is so bitterly opposed 
to the unity of church and state that it 
banished ail the pricets and nuns from 
the country the ‘ast time it was In power. 
The conservatives have been in the sad- 
éle for a long time because when a po- 
Mtical rarty gets in office here it controls 
the elections, so that about the only 
way to get !t out is te oust it with the 
tavonet. This is what the liverals have 
been trying to do, 2nd while they did not 
succeed in “turning the rascais out,” they 
made it so uncomfortable for the govern- 
ment that the latter was glad to patch up 
a peace arrangement when the United 
States representatives, in the interest of 
our canal treaty, got the warring ele- 
ments together and persuaded them to 
bury the haichet.

When the governor 7 
Panama got short of funds he did no# 
take the trouble to run off his neigh 
bor’s cattle, mM.t sent for a number o 
prominent business men and told them he 
had to have $50,000 right quick, and the 
only way he Knew of raising such a sum 
was to levy on those who had it. Would 
the gentlemen picase fork over $50,000 im- 
mediately? Indeed, they would not! Ha 
rrdered them locked in a room together, 
told them to whistle and call him all the 
bad names they pleased, but when they 
got tired of talking and were ready to 
produce the coin to send for him. Prob- 
ably the irtimation was given thaég if it 
took them too long to make up their 
minds he might let his soldiers practice 
their shooting exercises by using them for 
tarrets. He got the money. 

Neither is a soldier’s life in Panama 
governed by the standards of northern 
countries. The government has no com- 
missary department. It pays its men $1 
per day in Colombian silver (which is 
worth forty-odd cents in our money), 
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and they furnish their own food. It 
goes without saying that they have a 
hard time to live by such an arrange- 
ment. They depend on women camp 
followers to furnish and prepare their 
rations. The government is slow and 
uncertain in its payments. Sometimes 
the men get no money at all for weeks 
in which event they must either steal 
from their comrades, rob people of the 
community, Qheat the women who fol- 
low them, or starve. Many more die by 
starvatign and disease than are killed 
in battle. They eat, sleep and lounge 
in common quarters. They are not com- 
pelled to observe any sanitary rules, and 
are furnished no medical care when they 
become sick. As a result of such wan- 
ton neglect they die like smothered rats. 
There are sights around their quarters 
which are too disgusting for deéscrip- 
tion. Imagine a big room crowded with 
men and boys (children twelve or thir- 
teen years old or forced into the service) 
who are eating, drinking, sleeping, gam- 
blim, carousiing or dying, as the case 
may be. There will be an overflow as- 
sembly of a like nature out of doors, 
with the addition of numerous dogs and 
buzzards hanging around the edge of 
the crowd watching for a chance to 
pounce upon a stray bit of refuse; add 
to all this the motley swarm of degen- 
erate Women camp followers, who must 
be pretty well versed in depravity to 
hold their own in such company, and 
you have a vague idea of what is to be 
seen around the camps and quarters of 
the vandal, rag-muffin horde that boasts 
the high-sounding name of government 
troops.

priests, but many foreigners who know 
them well on account of long residence 
among them, claim there is no founda- 
tion for this gossip about them. In their 
zeal they may do indiscreet things, but 
on the whole they seem to be honest, 
conscientious men who are devoting 
their lives to their duty as they see it. 
If there are exceptions that is no reason 
for condemning them as a whole. In 
our country there have been preachers 
who ran away with other men’s wives, 
but it would be a very narrow minded 
person who would condemn our clergy 
on account of the occasional misdoings 
of some miscreant member of it. Parti- 
san feeling is very strong in Panama on 
the .church question, and rather’ than 
take the view of natives, who are 4al- 
most certain to be prejudiced one way 
or the other, it is better to take the 
opinion of non-catholic residegts whose 
observations ought not to be biased. 
Nearly all of this class with whom I 
talked said there were no indications of 
the priests laying up private fortunes, 
or that their morals were not what they 
should be. One criticism that I heard 
repeated often was the neglect of the 
soldiers. The argument was offered that 
inasmuch as the church and state wer™ 
united, that the church was responsible 
for the suffering among the troops. This 
censure is hardly just, 1 think, because 
the Catholic church never neglects to 
render succor to the needy when it can. 
The situation in Panama is plainly be- 
yond its resources, 

The business of Panama is in the hands 
of the Chinese and the Jews. It was a 
hand to hand clinch between them to 
determine wiich had the best of it. The 
Chinaman is a wonder in a small busi- 
ness. He can hold his own and eventually 
become thrifty where anyone else would 
starve to death. He will deprive him- 
self of all food, except enOUgh to-sustain 
life, and abuse himself in every way for 
the satisfaction of watching his small 
savings accumulate. Privation stretch- 
ing through weary years counts for noth- 
ing with him if his little hourd is grow- 
ing.

Therc is one class of people in Panama 
who are overjoyed at the likelihood of 
work ‘being resumed on the canal. The 
negroes from Jamaica and the other 
West Indian islands, who have 
stranded here ever since the 
threw up ths sponge in such a dramatic 
fashion, ‘are jubilant over the prospects 
of work being again provided for them. 
The Jamaicans while being good work- 
ers are easy spenders, and when the 
canal wes abandoned so suddenly they 
did not have enough money saved up 
to get back where they came from, suv 
they had to stick it out. They have hid 
to seraich around pretty lively to keep 
body and soul together. They hang 
around Colon and Panama and Along the 
railroad between these places. There is 
not enough work for even a small por- 
tion of them on the docks and in the 
warehouses, so when a ship comes in the 
prospects of getting to carry some gen- 
erous traveler's grip causes a large 
turn out. There is none who will wel- 
come Americans more heartily than 
these black derclicts who have been drift. 
ing around the isthmus for so many 
years. t will look lke another plac ; 
when they are allowed to arain move 
into the empty little shanties that sit 
in lomegome clusters on top of every 
hill, They have been poverty stricken 
seo long that they will make things hum 
when they get to handling money again. 
The one cheracteristic of these black 
people is a vaniey for dress. They will 
go short on their eating any time if by 
so doing they can get something fine to 
wear. Bright colors remain fashionable 
through all séasoéns. Barber pole neck- 
ties are worn by the most modest and 
retiring young man, while red and green 
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sashes are quite the vogue in the polite 
set of Darktown.- When the girls. come 
out in thelr “Sunday go to meeting” 
togs the way they spread it‘on is a cau- 
tion. “Mr. Johnson, turn me loose’ and 
“all coons Icok alike to me,” are two 
musica! numbers whigh retain great pop- 
ularity in the colored society of the 
judging from the frequency 
with which they are heard on every side.

It must not be understood from the 
foregoing that all the people of Panama 
are poor and Jacking in culture, for this 
the truth. There are 
many families who import their meat 
from Chicago and their wines from Eu- 
rope. There are many beautfful homes 
adorned on the outside by the lavish or- 
namentation that nature so willingly pro- 
vides in this Jatitude, if she is but given 
a chance to show her handiwork: and 
furnished with taste and elegance within. 
You meet men who are well dressed, who 
can speak several languages. and who 
will discuss fluently the big topics that are 
engaging the attention of the rest of the 
world. Most of the women of the best 
circles are Latins or have been brought 
up according to the Latin standard, and 
this means that they are good women, 
devout in their religion, devoted to their 
family, neat in their attire and affable in 
their manners. 

Neither is Panama, unclean and poverty 
ridden as it is generally, lacking in physi- 
cal charm. Nature has a way of trailing 
a green vine to ornament every rotten 
stump, and here she has done her best 
to deceive you by finging her green ban- 
ners everywhere; by hanging up gorgeous 
flowers that nod to you from their ponder- 
ous stems; by sending monster butter- 
flies with brilliant coats to flit across your 
path; by putting birds with flashing 
crests and crimson wings in all the trees 
to amuse youn.with their antics ard 
charm you with their serenades. At night 
when the sea breeze is blowing the mos. 
quitoes and the ful odors inland, and’ the 
stars are blinkhy# solemnly at each other 
across the preat’epaces, it is hard to read- 
ize that you are in a land of disease and 
decay, where death is usually busy in 
sharpening its sting and feeding its vic- 
tims to the grave,

MSTERDAM is one Of the 
richest cities of Europe. It 
has several multi-million- 
aires, scores of milliongires 
and thousands who have 
luxurious incomes, It has 
gome of the chief banking 
firms of the world and its 
stock investments are al- 
most as varied as those of 
London. An enormous 
amount of American se- 
curities are held here, and 
Our stocks are bought and 
sold every day on the exchange. I am 
told that the Amsterdam brokers have 
made something like $60,000,000 In the past 
few years In Amérivan. stocks and that 
they consider our securities as good as 
any of *the world. Not long ago there 
was something like $5,000,000 worth of 
United States steel stock held in Amster- 
dam, including 1,550 shares of the pre 
ferred and 128,000 of the common, Thére 
is much Southern Pacific and Grand 
Trunk, some Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, quite a lot of Denver and Rio 
syme Aatchison, Topeka and 
Kanses City and in all more or less of 
about one hundred different American 
stociks. 

Among the leading securities sold on 
the stock exchange are those of Dutch 
companies doing business in Holland's 
East Indian colonies. There are no end 
of companies here which have been or- 
ganized to develop Sumatra, Java, Borneo 
and the Celebes, and many of them are 
paying big dividends. They give some 
idea as to what our capitalists may do in 
the Philippines later on. Take the mat- 
there are fourteen differ- 
ent companies which have estates in Java 
or Sumatra, and the stock of many of 
them is far above par. 

The Deli ‘Maatschappy ranges from $400 
to $500 for $100 shares and it pays divi- 
dends of from 10 to @ per cent. The 


Senembah Tobacco Company pays 28 per| 


cent, the Amsterdam Deli from 47 to % 
per cent and the Rotterdam Deli about 12 
per cent. The Padang Tobacco Company 
ranges from 170 to 179, and the Serdang is 
over 200. Some of the companies doing 
business in Borneo are paying good divi- 
dends. 

The Dutch petroleum enterprises are less 
prosperous. The companies here have oil 
fields in Sumatra and Borneo, but so far 
the oi] is much below that of the United 
States in character and the output is not 
large. 

There are many big banks here, some 
backed by Jews and some by Christians. 
The Jewish population i8 large, compris- 
ing altogether some 34,000. Many of the 
Jews are descendants of those who came 
here from Lisbon during the middle ages 
and engaged in lending money and in 
shipping projects. Others came from Ger- 
many and eastern Europe. The Dutch 
themselves are among the safest and 
best business men of the world and with 
the Jews make a strong combination. 
They have never been afraid to invest 
in ventures that promised well and they 
have always pushed out for new things. 

Amsterdam laid the foundation of her 
wealth through her spice trade with the 
Dutch East Indies. She had the monopoly 
of this trade when the Dutch East India 
Company was formed and she is today 
one of the chief spice markets of the 
world. She has had to have plenty of 
money to back her enterprises and this 
has led to the growth of a large banking 
business. 

One of the oldest banks is ‘that of the 
Netherlatids, which is quoted at 200 per 
cent and upward. The French bank 
shares are worth as high as 800 and the 
German government bank shares sell at 
163. Then there is the Java bank, which 
does a large trade in the East Indies, 
paying between 7 and 8 per cent; a 
Netherlands bank and credit association 
for South Africa, the Amsterdam bank, 
the Rotterdam bank and a number of 
others. 

Within the past few years quite a deal 
of speculation has been apne in mining 
shares of the Dutch colonial companies, 
which are exploiting 
mines of gold, coal and 
tin. The companies op- 

Mining erate in Borneo, Suma- 
Stacks Was tra, Banka, the Celebes 
Above Pag 2nd in Dutch Guiana on 
the north coast of South 
Africa. So far the goid mines of the 
East Indles have not amounted to very 
much, but the shares of Guiana compa- 
nies are quoted at 200 and more and ap- 
pear to be doing well. The tin mines 
of the island:of Banka are very profita- 
ble. One tin company has recently dou- 
bled its dividends, and the Billiton mines 
fre turning out even more than in the 
past. 

The Dutch steamship companies are 
making money. The Holland-Americayg 
line pays good dividends. The _ great 
company that has the monopoly of the 
trade of the Malay archipelago is pros- 
perous, and there are a number of other 
companies which pay from 6 to 14 per 
cent right along. 

The Dutch are making fortunes out of 
diamonds. They buy them in the rough 
and cut and polish them for the mar- 
kets. They have been doing this for 
generations and have made Amsterdam 
the chief diamond cutting and polishing 
place of the world. The work is mostly 
done by Portuguese Jews, who have been 
engaged in it from father to son for 
hundreds of years. There are 12,000 such 
men here who do nothing else, and they 
are the most skilled of their kind in the 
world. They work for the capitalists 
at regular wages, some ® little shops 
and others in factories. There are in all 
about sixty factories in the city, with 700 
or 800 polishing stones, in which the men 
work day in and day out upon diamonds 
for export. 

About $20,000,000 worth of rough stones 
are bought every year and when polished 
are sent to all parts of the world. With- 
in the last few years of good times in 
the United States some of the best stones 
have come to us and we are now taking 
about $5,000,000 worth every year. We 
have now the green Hope diamond, for 
which Pierpont Morgan is said to have 
offered a quarter of a million dollars, 
and several other large stones are now 
being cut which may go into the hands of 
American millionaires. 

In company with Frank D. Hill, our 
American consul, I was shown over one 
of the largest and richest of the Dutch 
diamond works this afternoon. It was 
that of Mr. Koster, on Zwanenburger 
straat, the factory that cut the Kohinoor 
for Queen Victoria, the one in which 
the Grand Mogul was shaped and the 
one where the Orloff diamond was pol- 
ished up for the czar of Russia. It fs, I

It is a disty three-story brick building in 


the Jewish quarter of Amsterdam, sit- 
uated on a@ narrow street and looking 
more like a tenement house than a mill 
which grinds ornaments for millionaires 
and their helresses. The hal which we 
éntered was narrow and the wooden 
stairs we climbed were no better than 
those of many @ barn in , Pennsylvania. 
The walls a@ high up as your shoulder 
were painted black and whitewashed 
above.

thing like a diamond fell upon it it could 
be easily seen. 

But from this you must not suppose 
that the diamonds are carelessly han- 
dled or that they lie around loose. They 
are counted and weighed again and 
again, and every diamond atom brought 
in, even to the dust, must be accounted 
for. 

But if you .will come with me I wilJ 
show you how the precious stones are 
handled. We first enter the room where 
the splitting {s done. It is the same in 
which the great Kohinoor diamond was 
polished. It is of the size of an ordinary 
parlor, but the floor is as bare as that 
of a kitchen, and the two men who are 
handling the stones are working at a 


‘table which a country carpentér would 


knock up for 75 cents. The men wear 
caps and rough suits, over which arg 
smocks made of blue jeans. Their clothes 
altogether would not sell for $% to a sec- 
ond-hand clothier; and the furniture of 
the room all told, tools included, would 
not bring more than $10. Still those men 
ate daily handling stones worth many 
thousand dollars. They split single stones 
worth a fortune, and each has a fortune 
in his little work box. 

But let us see how they do it. One 
of the men speaks English, and he shall 
give you the process as he gave it to me. 

‘This,’ said he. as. he picked up what 
looked like an irregular piece of mica 
or half-transparent crystal as big as the 
end of your little finger, “Is a diamond 
in the rough, It is just as it was taken 
from the mines, with all its flaws and 
imperfections. All of these must be split 
off before it can go to the polishers, and 
it is my business to know how to do it. 
I have to spilt at the flaws, and to do 
that must first cut a notch to hold my 
splitting wedge.”’ 

“Now, nothing but a diamond will cut a 
diamond,’’ he went on, as he picked up a 
little piece of white stone not Digger than

ment on the end of a stick, not unlike 
the handle of a shoemaker‘s awl. He 
softened this cement in a gas flame and 
cooled it after the stone was fixed by 
dipping it in some water. As it became 
cold the cement hardened and the dia- 
mond was firmly held. He then fixed 
the rough diamond into a similar tool, 
and taking the first diamond, which he 
ealled his diamond knife, he scratched 
with it again and again upon the flaw, 
making a noise as though sharpening a 
gritty slate pencil. It was only a mo- 
ment until be had cut a little notch in 
the diamond. He then stood the tool 
holding the diamond in a thole in a lead 
plate fastened to the table in front of 
him. He picked up a blade of steel, an 
inch wide and aoout 3 inches long.. He 
fitted the blunt edge of this into the 
flaw, and gave the back of the blade a 
slight tap with a little steel bar about 
a foot iong. A moment Iater he took 
off the cement and showed that the dia- 
mond was broken, pointing out that one 
of the pieces was flat and the other al- 
most round. 

“This flat stone,’’ said he, ‘‘will be used 
to make a rose diamond and the other 
a brilliant. All diamonds are cut as rose 
diamonds or  brilliants. The brilliants 


have fifty-eight facets and the rose dia- 
monds twenty-four.” 

_ “But,” said I, “are the pieces always 
iarge enough to make individual stones?” 

“No,” was the reply. “Many are too 
coarse for even rose diamonds. Some are 
very small, but we keep them all and use 
them in various ways. Even the dust is 
saved. We burn this cement and save 
every atom that comes from the dia- 
monds. The diamond dust fs employed 
in polishing and grinding other diamonds, 
and some of the small pieces are used 
for glass cutters. 

Leaving this room, we go on to see the 
polishets. They are on the third floor in 
a long hall filled with belts and grind- 
ing tools. The room is walled with win- 
dows, and the men sit with their backs 
to the light before long benches over 
which move flat wheels of soft iron at 
the rate of 2,000 revolutions per minute. 
Each wheel is as big arpund- as a dinner 
plate, and it goes so. fast that you can- 
not tel] it is moving at all. Fastened to 
handles like those with which I saw the 
diamonds split, four diamonds rest on 
each plate. They are set in a frame so 
that they just touch the wheel. Wach 
diamond is covered with a mixture of 
diamond dust and water, and it is the 
friction of this upon it as it moves around 
the plate that grinds it into the many 
faces or facets which so much increase its 
brilliancy. The most valuable stones are 
cut in this way, and it take a long time 
to transform a rough diamond into @a 
brilliant. 

During my tour I asked one of the ex- 
perts whether an imitation diamond had 
ever been made which could deceive him 
or any one who knew much about dia- 
monds. He replied that real diamonds 
are like nothing else upon earth, and 
that any one who understands them can 
casily detect the real from the false. 

This man showed me models in glass of 
all the diamonds cut by the factory, in- 
cluding some of the largest of the world. 
He showed me real stones ready for sale 
worth thousands of dollars, and among 
others several diamonds strung upon 
wires as fine as a hair, just as though 
they were beads. 

The holes in these diamonds were made 
here in Amsterdam. There is only one 
man upon earth who knows how to do it. 
His process is a secret, and so far no one 
has been able to imitate it. The holes 
he makes are as fine as a hair, but not- 
withstanding this they are polished on 
the inside. ose I saw were made at 
the tip of the diamond. 

I talked with my guide about wages 
and learned that they vary according to 
the work from $5 to $20 4 week. The pol- 
ishers are not so well paid as the split- 
ters, and the best work commands the 
big money. The great money in the busi- 
ness goes to the capitalists, notwith- 
standing more than $6,000,000 are annually 
paid out for such work, 

I like the looks of the people of Am- 
sterdam. They have a plain, common- 
sense air about them. They look thrifty 
and evidently have plenty of money to 
spend. It seems to me that this would 
be one of the best places in western Eu- 
rope for pushing our commercial inva- 
sion. Holland itself is rich, and the big 
firms here have wires which reach out to 
every part of the world, and especially 
te the vast population of the Dutch East 
Indies. 

The big factories of Java are largely 
owned by Amsterdam capital, and our 
sugar-making machinery and other such 
things could be sold through Amsterdam. 

The government operates many of the 
railroads in the East Indies, and railroad 
materials for Sumatra and Java might 
be placed here, and the same is true, as 
far as the government is concerned, as 
to water works, gas plants and electrical

the physician—these and an undying love 
for the work. 

“Tt don’t know that any special mind or 
temperament is necessary to the doctor 
peyond a fair intelligence. The youth 
just from the medical school imagines 
that he has remarkable aptitude, but he 
discovers in a few years that hard work 
has accomplished whatever he has done— 
the results being in proportion to the ap- 
plication. Of course, his good appear- 
ance, his manners and his adaptability 
will keep him, particularly for the first 
two or three years; but after that, unless 
there is sterling material beneath the 
gioss people will find him out. 

A COLLEGE EDUCATION ALMOST 
ESSENTIAL. 

‘This hard work must begin at the 
atart; and a young man camnot make too 
careful a preparation for the profession 
of medicine. A college education in this 
connection is so important as almest to 
be essential. Aside from the general 
culture it gives and the training for the 
mind, it is of great practical benetit. As 
every one knows, all medical terms are 
expressed in Latin, and chemistry and 
piology play an important part in modern 
practice. They are subjects by them- 
selves, and the young man who has not 
studied them before going into medi- 
cine takes a double burden upon himselt. 
Of course, a strictly collegiate educa- 
tion is not absolutely necessary, but, all 
things being equal, the student who has 
it is, at least, one year ahead in the 
race, 

“The physician, if he has any practice 
at ‘all, comes in contakt with people of 
culture; and he is just that much more 
in their element if he is well informed, 
and his ideas and conversation are inter- 
esting. Let him read, by all means, the 
standard works, such as Dickens and Bul- 
wer and Thackeray. No doctor should be 
ignorant of Macaulay and Gibon, and he 
should also, Keep in touch with the things 
that appear from month to month in 
the magazines. These ideas are not es- 
sential, of course, but they give polish, 
and what the French call, savoir faire, 
to the routine of life. 

MEDICAL EDUCATION. 

“As to the technical requirements of 
a medfoal education, ihe medical school 
necessarily comes first, and then the hos- 
pital. All colleges now require of grad- 
uates, at least, a year in the hospital, 
and two vears, or even more, is that 
much better. 

“The benefit of this training is ap- 
parent. A man {s. never sure ot his 
knowledge until he attempis to apply it. 
nor does he really know a thing uniil he 
does it. So, in the hospital, under the 
guidance of great physicians, the student 
practices his profession. He learns the 
uses of surgical instruments, the appli- 
cations of bandages, and the countless 
technical details.of medicine. He assists 
@t complicated operations, and in the 
charity ward treats a greater variety of 
cases than he would come across in years 
of outside practice. All the while he is 
under the instruction of the greatest 
physicians. In other words, he condenses 
in a year’s time an experience which 
probably he wouldn't get in ten years 
anywhere else. 

“But, in spite of these advantages, peo- 
ple will not trust the young doctor. It 
seems cruel and unjust, but they won't. 
Frankly, I shouldn't advise a young 
physician to. begin in a city the size of 
Atlanta, unless he has money to tide him 
over the.first two or three years. Let 
him go to some small town and gaia 
experience while he is waiting patientiv 
for his beard. For people will not trust 
youth and inexperience—particularly, 
youth—however well educated and capa- 
ble it may be. Then let him go to a 
larger field. 


THE ERRORS OF SPECIALISTS. 

“The opportunities in ‘medicine, as in 
other callings, are greater now than ever, 
but so also is competition: and the pro- 
fessional’ nurse has assumed most of 
the duties which formerly fell to the 
beginniner, such as administering ether 
and the like. Really, I could make no 
Suggestion to the young physician, ex- 
cept to study and to wait: but I should 
advise him not to be tempted by the al- 
luring profits of the specialist—at least 
until he has had two or three years of 
general practice. 

“For the specialiat not only has com- 
mercialized the profession to a great ex- 
tent, but he is also dwarfel in his knoW!l- 
eige in that he can see in all ailments 
only one thing, and that his specialty. 
If you should go into a haberdasher’s 
he would probahly say that your gen- 
eral appearance was perfect except that 
vou needed a new collar or a tie; go 
then into a shoe store and you would be 
told that your clothes were well enough, 
but your footwear was shabby. So with 
the specialist, and the evil is greater 
where he is fresh. from the medical col- 
lége and ‘without experience in general 
work. I won't deny, however, that his 
financial returns are great, and this is 
the temptation to you. 


. THE PHYSICIANS’ INCOME. 

“What is the income of the average 
doctor? That depends on so many things 
that it would be hard to estimate. But 
as We were speaking particularly of the 
young man, I should say that he should 


‘make after two or three years of prac- 


tice $1,000 to $1,500 a year. I couldn't say 
how much the man at the top earns, 
because that varies too much. 

“But it is well for the young doctor 
not to think too much of his income, at 
least in the beginning. One goes into 
medicine primarily for the love of it, 
and he is rewarded in proportion to his 
devotion and self-sacrifies. He may be 
discouraged at first, and the drudgery 
may become irksome at times, but he 
will find as the years go by that it is a 
passion with him and is at once his live- 
lihood and his pleasure. 

“By all means I should advise a young 
man to study medicine if he feels that 
he likes it. I don’t know that the diffi- 
culties are any greater or any less than 
they ever were; certainly they are no 
more unusual or discouraging than those 
of other callirigs. Let him be of good 
character, determined, and in love with 
his work; he will mot fail in the end, 
even if his struggle seems hopeless in 
the beginning.’’ 

DR. CRAWFORD’S VIEWS. 

Dr. Crawford naturally differs from 
Dr. Todd on the point of the specialist, 
and he also holds that aptitude and cer- 
tain qualities of temperament are essen- 
tial. He speaks first of the disposition 
of the physician. 

“] should advise no pessimist to enter 
the profession of medicine. No patient 
likes to hear the woes of others—his doc- 
tor’s least of all; and there is a fault 
the young physician is prone to. Instead 
of coming into the sick room cheerful 
and pleasant, he enters with a frown 
and begins to recite his troubles and inci- 
dentally to ‘roast’ other members of his 
profession. People don’t like this sort 
of thing, and they shaw their dislike 
emphatically by calling in some one 
else. 

“This knack of a happy disposition is 


so important as to be classed with talent 
and hard work, two other sterling es- 
sentials of suceess. Certainly I belleve 
in aptitude. A man can learn music 
who has no particular ear for it if he 
labors at it eternally; but what sort of 
musician will he become? In the same 
way I think this would apply to medi- 
cine, 

‘TIT don’t mean to imply that 
become a doctor by studying two hours 
a day and spending the rest of the time 
drinking and hangiAg around clubs and 
hotels. He must love medicine and work 
at it~medicine and nothing else. Dissi- 
pation and divided interests have ruined 
more young doctors than anything else, 
and the beginnner of talent who is lazy 
and immoral wil) find himself beaten in

A COLLEGE EDUCATION 
NECESSARY. 

“I don’t know. that the medical mind 
has any special peculiarity, but it shouid 
possess common sense, and where possi- 
ble it should be trained by education— 
the more of it the better. For the edu- 
cated man handles his subject with more 
ease; it is, in a sense, a toy for him to 
play with. Still, a coliege education is 
not necessary, and | don't think a young 
man need feel handicapped by the lack 
of it, or, for that matter, too mucn 
puffed up because he has it. It is only a 
means to an end, 

“Coming from genera! to technical edu- 
cation, I should mention first the hospital 
as a training schoo] for the beginner. 
The south is lacking in this particular, 
and mainly because of this, our young 
men go north to study. 

‘The benefits’ of the hospital 
dent and incalculabie, not only for thei’ 
practical good, but for their up-to-date 
methods also. There a thousand experi- 
ments are tried, where only one, perhaps, 
would be attempted by a physician in his 
private practice. The student not only 
sees a variety of cases, but a variety of 
treatment for each case. He is also 
rubbed up against the experience of 
great men, and not only gets more prac- 
tice than in years outside, but a'so more 
instruction with it. He learns, too, the 
lest developments in his profession—in 
surgery, for instance, or with the micro- 
scope, and has the use of an equipment 
which he could never own himself. He 
not only acquires knowledge, but, what 
is more important, applies it. 


THE DOCTOR’S START. 

‘His hospital experience is also a draw- 
ing eard for him when he opens his office, 
and here he has an advantage Over the 
young doctor of twenty years ago. Now- 
adavs competition is keener, but the 
medica). education a young man gets is 
far superior to that of a few years ago. 
That is why the older men in the profes- 
sion are pushed by the young men fresh 
from the hospital. Their knowledge is 
new and up-to-date, and people trust it 
more than we older physicians wil] ad- 
mit.

are always opportunities for 
such a young man. Of course, in the be- 
ginning he cannot open up an elegant 
office, or live in a high-priced apartment, 
unless he has money at the start. Even 
if he has, he will find it a detriment 
rather than an aid. I daresay more men 
have failed on account of wealth than 
through lack of it. -And, as I said at 
first, he won't succeed if he is too con- 
vivial in his habits. 

“t should advise the heginner to spend 
if possible his first year or two in some 
established physician's office, and there 
gain confidence in himself. 

“T shouldn't think $1,000 to $2,000 an un- 
usual income after two or three years of 
practice and it is possible for a man at 
the top to go as high as $30,000. 

‘By all means let the physician practice 
one thing. If he has had gencral! experi- 
ence in the beginning, it is perhaps better 
for him; though I knew some very capa- 
ble specialists who lacked it. 

“This question of zeneral and special 
practice has been argued a great deal, 
and vet it seems to me that the latter 
has evervthing in its favor. For the 
whole study of medicine is too vast a 
thing—not for the mind to grasp—but for 
any one man to perfect himself in each 
of ite many subjects. Not only that, but 
the verv instruments he uses, his oper- 
ating tables, his office even, cannot be the 
same for the study of the eyes, Say, as 
for surgery. And the specialties are 
professions in themselves; and one might 
just as consistently follow farming, archi- 
tecture, and the dry goods business, all 
at the same time, as treat nervous dis- 
eases, stomach trouble, and rheumatism 
all in one lifetime. This would be true 
even if these things remained always the 
same, like the skeletonjy but the treat- 
meat for consumption may be obsolete 
ten years from now. As otner things ad- 
vance also, it would seem remarkavie to 
me it a doctor could keep up with eacn 
of them in the hurry of general practice. 

‘But I have wandered trom the young 
man; and you ask me whether | would 
advise him to study medicine. Frankly, 
i wouldn’t advise him either way. it is 
too great a responsibility, and it is lett 
2 him to assume. He must decide him- 
self.”’

He was con- 
victed and confined to the calaboos:2 
under the name of Elijah Barber, of hav- 
ing forged bank notes in his possession. 
He afterwards opened a correspondence 
with the mother of Bunkley, but faried 
to satisfy her of his identity. The in 
dividua] had been well known to many 
perzons in Georgia for a number of years. 
Many. of the citizens of Gwinnett and 
other counties knew him well as Elijah 
Barber. He was recognized by that name 
about Macon, Milledgeville, Augusta and 
elsewhere. ‘lhe citizens generaily were 
acquainted with his father, mother, and 
family. He was secn as late as the year 
1828 in Milledgeville, and in 1829 in Au-

gusta, 
left the state.

Barber first demanded 
the guardian - of Bunkley oy 
attorney, purporting to have 
ten in the state of Arkansas. 
dian suspected some unfairness, 45 he 
did not recognize the handwriting, and 
believed Bunkley to be dead. He there- 
fore refused to settle with the agent wad 
produced the power of attorney. 

A short time after this the person rep- 
resenting himself as Jesse L. Bunkley 
made his appearance in Jones county, 
and after remaining there two or three 
weeks, demanded of Captain Parrish the 
estate of Jesse L. Bunkley. He passed 
by the name of Bunkley, and this per- 
sonation and demand gave origin to the 
case here reported. 

Elijah Barber (the man convicted) is 
about the ordinary stature, perhaps 4 lit- 
tle over it; said to be taller than Bunk- 
ley when he left Georgia; spare made, 
very bow-legged, somewhat thin-visaged, 
face rather long. complexion ruddy, hair 
quite black and black whiskers, deep 
blue eyes, sharp chin, without any ap- 
pearance of a dimple, nose long and 
sharp, a little aquiline, or turned down. 
On this left leg, about an inch and a 
half below the knee, is a scar made ood- 
liquely. up the leg. He shows a very 
small spot for a scar on the side of the 
neck under the right jawbone. A very pe- 
culiar mark on a private member is 
proved. He has not lost any of his 
fingers—the nails are all on them and 
perfect. He has never been seen to write 
anything by Jessic L. Bunkley, and that 
badly. 

Two objections were raised by the pris- 
oner’s counsel when the indictment was 
about to be read. 

First objection: ‘‘That prisoner had not 
been served with a copy of this indict- 
ment.*’ 

Second: “That the indictment had been 
amended by adding to it the name of 2 
new prosecutor, the former being dead, 
and that the statute of jeofails extends 
to civil and not criminal cases.”’ 

Which objections, however. were over- 
by the court, who ordered the in- 
dictment to be read. 

The jury was out but a few minutes 
and returned a verdict of guilty. The 
prisoner was sentenced to five years’ im- 
prisonment at hard labor in the pent- 
tentiary. 

Osborne, who attempted to personate 
Lord Arthur Tichbourne before tle 
English courts, met with the same fate 
as did Barber, only his sentence was 
much longer than that of Barber's, and 
the investigation of his case occupied the 
attention of the English court several 
years before disposed of, whilst Barber 
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
